The same answers apply to questions about subscribing to HiGH Times. Occasion- 
ally, a reader writes to say that HIGH Times is hard to come by in their part of the 
country and that they would like to subscribe, but they wonder if being on our sub- 
scription list puts them in any jeopardy.

York City, “Catholic” protes- 
tors by the hundreds have 
‘been handing out leaflets at 
every screening.

FEDS NAIL HUGE 
POT PLANTATION 


SM i sinsemilla, 
Drug Enforcement 


Administration agent Jeffrey 
Kildow breathlessly guaran: 
teed the reporters, “and it’s the 
most potent marijuana known 
to man.” 

The reporters were looking 
at a six-acre slope of canyon 
draw in the forlorn Guadalupe 
Mountain foothills, which was 
bearing no fewer than 35,000 
flourishing, harvest-ready 
marijuana plants. It was the 
first week in October, and the 
brilliant green pot bushes, each 
growing out of its own card- 
board box, had been uniformly 
topped at about five feet high. 
They had been painstakingly 
pruned and tended, a highly ef- 
ficient irrigation and nutrient- 
feeding systemattendedtoeach = 
plant's most finicky appetite, %

and there was nary a male nor 
hermaphrodite plant tobe seen 
among them—at least not from 
the distance at which the re- 
porters were kept from the 
patch, by the féderal marshals 
who were jealously guarding it 
around the clock. 

All in all, it was a champion 
feat of domestic marijuana 
husbandry, an unparallelled 
achievement in terms of blend- 
ing quantity with quality, and 
even the feds could not helpbut 
admire it effusively: “If they 
were giving awards for grow- 
ing marijuana,” marvelled Wal- 
ter Johnson of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Land Management 
(BLM), “this stuff would get a 
blue ribbon. You can say this 
one is in the top five crops any- 
how, any time, anywhere in the 
United States.” 

It was hardy material, too, 
as things turned out. About a 
week after the reporters were 
treated toa brief glimpse of this 
historic pot patch, the DEA 
sprayed all the plants with 
glyphosate, their latest wonder 
herbicide (see sidebar box). 
Although no civilians were per- 
mitted to witness the results, 
and the feds steadfastly re- 
fused to describe them to the 
press, the glyphosate evidently 
did not work very well at all on 
those pot plants; three days 
after the spraying, the DEA 
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was compelled to bulldoze all 
the plants into a long, snaky 
marijuana windrow, drench it 
with incendiary gel, and set it 
on fire as usual. 


Whodunit ? 

‘The true authors of this as- 
tounding feat of psychotropic 
horticulture in the Guadalupe 
‘Mountains were still unknown 
as HIGH TIMES went to press, 
nearly a month after the in- 
cineration of the. historic crop. 
All that the authorities could 
produce in the way of “alleged | 
perpetrators” was a 69-year- 
old local rancher and his 57- 
year-old wife, along with five 


villegal-alien Mexicans, from 


Guaymas and Durango, who'd 
been camped out near the culti- 
vation site. 

The arrested New Mexico 
couple—Doepp Crockett and 
his wife, Ruth Emma—have 
lived for years on their cattle 
ranch about 35 miles south of 
Hope in Otero County. For 
years they've leased extensive 
parcels of federal land from the 
BLM, near the Lincoln Nation- 
al Forest, to graze their beef 
cattle. These35,000sinse plants 
were found growing on one 
such federal parcel, aboutahalf 
mile from the Crockett home- 
stead; and_a plastic irrigation 
line led from a well on their 
ranch to the pot field. Once 
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there, the line fed water into a 
commodious holding tank, into 
ewhich well-measured amounts 
of commercial fertilizer and 
plant nutrients were fed, and 
mixed up by an actual trolling 
motor from a speedboat. Then 
a complicated but superbly- 
maintained arrangement of 
plastic drip-hose line mean- 
dered among the neat tiers of 
potted plants, tenderly and 
generously feeding each one. 
“There's no way that mid- 
dle-aged farm couple engi- 
neered this whole stunt or even 
dreamed it up in the first 
place,” speculates a New Mex- 
ico newspaper reporter who is 
closely watchingthecase. “This 
poor fellow was deep in shy to 
the banks, like all the small 
ranchers and farmers here in 
Reagan's America. It’s hard for 
a lot of these people to see to- 
morrow, and jf some of them 
get the notion of growing pot to 
try to stave off the foreclosure, 
who can blame them? But it 
wasn't any 59-year-old Carls- 
bad beefherder, out punching 
dogies and shooting coyotes all 
his life, who thought up this 
outlandish project.” 


Local Cops Crack Case 


The project was not merely 
outlandish, but fatally auda- 
cious. Even though it might 
actually be possible to bring up 
six acres of pot plants unde- 
tected in the vast lunar laby- 
rinth of arroyos and buttes 
around Carlsbad, the task of 
bringing up that many sinse- 
milla plants obviously required 
fartoomany people forthesake 
of reasonable security. “This 
was very labor-intensive,” the 
DEA’s Kildow acknowledged 
for the press. “Think what it 
took to get all these in here. 
Even if they were seedlings, 
they had to have trouble.” 

It would have been even 
more complicated than that, 
agrees cannabis botanist Wil- 
liam Logan of Three Rivers, 
California, who regularly de- 
livers expert defense testi- 
mony in pot-cultivation cases 
on the West Coast. Some 
70,000 seedlings must have 
been started indoors, under 
artificial light, for at least six 
weeks, Logan estimates; at 
that point they would have 
been suddenly “stressed” with 
six-hour “days” and 18-hour 


“nights,” so as to induce them 
to prematurely declare their 
sex. All the males would have 
been pulled out at that point, 
and the remaining 35,000 fe- 
males transplanted to the out- 
door growing pots, up on the 
lonesomearroyoslope. “It must. 
have taken a small army to do 
that, probably some time in Ju- 
ly,” estimates Logan. And small 
armies have notoriously loose 
lips, of course. 

Andsoit happened thatacop 
in nearby Artesia, Detective 
Harry Wasson, wasapproached 
in August by a local snitch-in- 
formant, who swore that there 
was a stand of pot coming up 
near the Crockett homestead. 
‘Wesson spent an hour and a 
half ina fixed-wing, flying over 
the area, but spotted nothing. 
Then a couple weeks later, an- 
other snitch approached New 
Mexico state trooper Terry 
Todd, who spent two days la- 
boriously hiking around the 
area, but could find nothing. 

When this second snitch, a 
few days later, brought to 
trooper Todd a few vigorous 
green sprigs of pot, the state 
and local cops finally joined 
forces. In the last week in Sep- 
tember, a sort of makeshift 
state-local “task force” of cops 
set out tosearch the dusty, mes- 


- quite-covered, scorpion-infest- 


ed hills around the Lincoln 
National Forest by methodi- 
cal gridwork. There was state 
trooper Larry Todd along with 
Artesia cops Harry Wesson, 
Woody Wright, and Raymond 
Chavarria. It took nearly two 
days of trudging, but the dis- 
covery was worthit, as Wesson 
described it for the Albuquer- 
que Sunday Journal: 

“About 12:15 we topped the 
hill and saw it. We crouched 
downand sketched outa crimi- 
nal complaint anda search war- 
rant, and Chavarria went back 
to the truck to radio for assis- 
tance. We moved in closer to 
observe. Someone saw a pick- 
up when we went over the hill. 
We wereafraid they'dseeus, so 
we had to crawl on our hands 
and knees. 

“Todd crawled downa ways. 
When he turned around, his 
eyes were real big, and he said, 
‘T've never seen so much mari- 
juana in my life!” About that 
time we noticed that we were 
sitting in an area the people 


there had been using as a bath- 
room, so we decided to move 
farther down the canyon. We 
were crawling along when all 
of sudden I heard Woody hol- 
ler, ‘Freeze!’ 

““L was so startled I jumped 
nearly a foot. When I tured 
around, I saw Woody pointing 
the AR-15 at this guy who had 
walked over the lip of the ridge. 
Hewasjuststanding therewith 
hisarmsin the air, looking kind, 
of bewildered. We knew we 
didn'thaveany choice then. We 
moved downtothefieldand ar- 
rested three withoutashot. An- 
other one ran like hell. He was 
going north over the ridge the 
last time we saw him, He ap- 
peared to be carrying a rifle. 

“We took the four of them up 
theslopeand handcuffed them. 
‘Then didn't speak any English. 
We were searching the field 
when someone saw three other 
people walking over the hill, 
along the road from the house. 
It was Mr, and Mrs. Crockett 
and a Mexican national. We ar- 
rested them and read them their 
rights. Wehandcuffed them and 
waited for our reinforcements. 

“Tt started to rain. I told Mr. 
Crockett we could either sit out 
here to wait forthe search war- 
rant and get soaking wet, or we 
could stay warm and dry in his 
house, if he consented. He de 
cided it would be better to wait 
in the house.” 

Once inside the Crockett 
house, of course, the officers 
instantly began seizing photo- 
graphs and other objects in 
“plain view,” which they could 
enter at trial later as evidence 
that the houses owners were 
involved in this pot-growing 
project. If the Crocketts did 
freely invite the cops inside 
their house after their arrest 
and handcuffing, that is, drug- 
law experts agree that the cou- 
ple were not very likely accom- 
plished past masters of crime. 


Experts Differ 

Veteran marimba farmers or 
not, the five Mexicans were 
a colorful enough collection, 
ranging in age from a 6l-year- 
old man from Guaymas, on the 
Pacific coast of Mexico, to a 
20-year-old kid who'd been 
brought by his two older broth- 
ers all the way from Durango. 
Attorneys for the campesinos 
claim that they had no connec- 


tion with the sinsemilla opera- 
tion, but they're confronted 
with some thickly-detailedalle- 
gations by the police. The cops 
say the men were pitched out 
quite near the patch under a 
stand of junipers and pina 
pines, in camouflaged tents; 
and that they werestrategically 
stationed around the patch at 
milk-crate lookout posts, and 
were outfitted with binoculars 
and rifles with teles s 
hat many plants would 
need a lot more than just five 
guards to babysit them,” de- 
clares Tom Alexander of Cor- 
vallis, Oregon, publisher of the 
connoisseur pot-grow 
zette, Sinsemilla Tips. 
do youkeep 35,000 sinse plants 
trimmed, and check them all 
every single day for theappear- 
ance of hermaphrodites, with 
just five people? One female 
‘going hermaphrodite on a sin- 
gle day, budding out with freak 
male-pollen pods, would be 
enough to pollinate the whole 
crop, and you'd lose 

Sinsemilla wizard Ed Rosen- 
thal, HIGH TIMES columnist 
and author of the classic Mart. 
juana Growers Guide, disagrees 
(predictably): possible 
they started clones out of arela- 
tively few females from a vari- 
ety of pot that doesn't readily 
tumhermaphrodite. Thenyoud 
only have to walk the rows, do- 
ing a close inspection for he- 
morphs, oncea week orso. And 
they wouldn't havereally had to 
do that much daily trimming 
and so on, You've seen what's 
called Mexican sinsemilla. It 
better than ordinary commer 
cial Mex, but it’s still fairly 
rough and skanky, in compari- 
son toprimo Hawaiian or Hum- 
boldt bud, and it'll have a few 
seeds. What's a few seeds, if 
you've got 35,000 plants ready 
for market 

Gene Wheelwright, who com- 
piles the Trans-High Market 
Quotations and Analysis for 
HIGH TIMES (see page 28), 
tends to concur with Rosen- 
thal. “It was probably just a 
coupleof gradesabove yourreal 
ropy, seedy, put-to-sleep Mexi- 
can. I'd have to see photos of it 
before I made a final assess- 
ment, but I just don’t see how 
you can realistically expect to 
bring up 35,000 plants all at 
once, and each one turn out to 
be top-notch sinsemilla, like 


the feds say this stuff was.” 


Drop a Dime? 

Meanwhile, the search for the 
real masterminds behind the 
fabulous Carlsbad Sinse Patch 
proceeds apace, with no new 
clues reported by the authori- 
ties at last notice. “It's sad,” re- 
flected an attorney familiar with 
federal drug prosecutions. “I'd 
expect the Mexicans could 
plead not guilty and take their 
chancesata trial, becauseinthe 
event of conviction, they'll 
probably just be sent back to 
Mexico. But the Crocketts are 
really up between a rock and a 
hard place. The feds are most 
likely squeezing them really 
hard to get them to identify the

HERBICIDE UPDATE: 1985 SEASON 


The Drug Enforcement Administration sprayed pot 
plants with herbicides on two separate occasions 
during last year’s growing season. On the first occa- 
sion, in early August, 1985, federal nares sprayed six 
scattered stands of worthless, wild rope-hemp, grow- 
ing deep in the Daniel Boone National Forest in south- 
ern Missouri, using backstrap portable tanks. The 
herbicide employed was Roundup, a plantkiller from 
the Monsanto company of St. Louis, which is based 
on glyphosate, an extremely slow-acting herbicide. 
According to the Monsanto company, glyphosate re- 
quires three to five days after applicationjust to begin 
turning plants yellow; and although glyphosate is 
comparatively non-toxic to humans as it’s ordinarily 
‘used, Monsantoalso warns that when the herbicideis 
burned (as in a glyphosate-contaminated pot joint), a 
substantial part of the gases given off will consist of 
methyl cyanide. Therefore, after spraying thesewild 
Missouri plants with glyphosate, federal agents 
guarded the six plots closely for several days after- 
ward, 24 hoursa day, to makesure no one might steal 
the poisoned plants. 

Exactly a month later, on September 6, 1985, the 
DEA sprayed the 36,000 plants described in the ac- 
companying article, in New Mexico, with glyphosate. 
This time, local witnesses who saw the crop, days 
after the spraying, reported that the herbicide had 
not appeared to visibly affect the plants in any way at 
all. Four days after the spraying, the pot-guards from 
the DEA, the Bureau of Land Management, and the 
Federal Marshal’s Service finally gave up, and bull- 
dozed the plants together and burned them. No inci- 
dents of cyanide poisoningamongpersonsdownwind 
of the burn site were reported. 

The DEA is confidently expected to begin spraying 
plants with poison again this spring, perhaps as early 
as mid-April. Since the two 1985 glyphosate spray- 
ings were technically “successful”—no one was hurt, 
that is—the DEA is likely to add paraquat and the 
“Agent Orange” herbicide 2,4-D to its 1986 herbicide 
arsenal.

These two characters, 
Johann Pena and Ruvel Burgos, 
were (and are still) badge-toting 
functionaries of the “security 
Forces” of Venezuela; spooks 
‘From the word go, that is. At 
some vague date early last year, 
the DEA revealed at this Octo- 
ber 1985 trial, Pena came to 
the DEA office in Caracas, 
talking about a recent visit to 
Cucuta in Colombia, where 
hed seen about 3,500 kilos of 
‘finished snort-coke stockpiled 
‘on some backcountry finca near 
there. The dude in charge of all 
that snort was a certain Daniel 
Sanchez, Pena told the Caracas 
DEA, and he said that heand 
his spook-pal Burgos were in 
good and tight with this San- 
chez. Pena was posing asa pilot 
for an international liquor com- 
bany, and heid told Sanchez 
that he could move all that coke 
into the United States, via Ven- 
ezuela, easy as pie. Would the 
DEA be interested in any of 
this? 

Why, they sure were! They 
‘gave Pena the go-ahead to 
Sinagle a shipment of 66 kilos 
of toot to the states, to serve asa 
lure for some real monster 
future shipment of 300 kis or 
thereabouts. So Pena and Bur. 
gos proceeded to hitup the Co- 
lombian, Sanchez, for this pid- 


dling little preliminary 66-ki 
shipment, just to prove they 
could move coke into the US. 
successfully; and they only 
asked for a modest $360,000 
for themselves to cover smug- 
gling expenses. 

Tn the event, the move cost 
the Venezuelan spooks nothing 
atall, Pena copped the ship- 
‘ment in Colombia and took it o 
Caracas, where he loaded it on 
aDEA plane—clearly marked 
“United States Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration"—and he 
was flown to Opa-Locka in 
Florida, and thence here to 
Colombia, where Sanchez had 
assembled an extensive receiv’ 
ing committee in several local 
‘motels. When Sanchea, down 
in Colombia, heard that the 
dope had arrived and was 
stashed in a safe place, he flew 
in personally fo Colombia to 
pay his $350K and oversee the 
parcelling-out of the 66 kilos. 

This is where the DEA 
‘masterminds behind this move 
abruptly ran out of rope, and 
had to improvise pretty quickly, 
with drastic results. Sanchez, it 
turned out, had assembled in 
Colombia no fewer than six 
“Family” members—Colom- 
Bians living full-time in the 
USA—from locations as wide- 
spread as San Francisco and 
‘New York City; and the hood 
from San Francisco had even 
brought along the brother of his 
Anglo girlfriend there, to pick 


ten ki out of that parcel to 
distribute himself around the 
West Coast. There was no way 
the DEA could hope to keep 
track of all that dope flying 
seattershot all over the country, 
and hope to bust it all at some 
discreet distance down the deat- 
ing pipe from Pena; some of it 
would inevitably leak to the 
street, and then the DEA opera- 
tions wizard who dreamed up 
this stunt would be demoted to 
walking the beat in Thailand 
again. On the other hand, if 
they busied it right here in Co 
dwmbia, then they'd inevitably 
blow Pena’ liquor-pilot cover to 
Sanchez, and identify him as 
@DEA snitch; which would 
wreck his usefulness for any 
Suture coke shipments, and pos. 
‘sibly put him in permanent 
mortal danger. 

So they busted that 66 kis 
herein Columbia ona single 
weekend in August, sure 
enough. Most curiously, though, 
they didn't bust the top Colom. 
bian honcho, Daniel Sanchez, 
along with it. They had San- 
chez in their hand that day, 
August 2, for sure; at the trial 
later, they showed videotapes 
of Sanchez counting out the 
$350K to Pena in Pena’ room 
at the Days Inn in Columbia. 
And the narcs operating the 
video gear in the next room just 
let Pena walk out of the place, 
koto the airport, and getona 
lane back to Colombia (with 
an “o’). Since Pena was not 
among the defendants at the 
trial, of course, the DEA never 
had to explain exactly why they 
came to let this stupid thing 
happen. 


As for his pal Burgos, both the US. At 
torney’ office and the defense lawyers were 
quite anxious at the opening of the trial to 
have him flown in from Caracas to give 
testimony. The prosecutors wanted lo see if 
Burgos’ testimony about setting up the deal 
with Daniel Sanchez, down in Cucutu, would 
corroborate Pena’ story; and the defense 

Norwas it ever explained 
how Pena, the Venezuelan 
spook-snitch, got out of that motel with the 
whole $350,000 in his personal paw. Fora 
few hours after the payoff, the narcs were 
‘exceedingly busy with other things. They 
let the six Colombians and the Californian 
come to the Days Inn to pick up their parcels 
of snort from Pena, one by one, and then 

followed them back to their respective motels, 
‘and busted them there. Everyone went peace- 
‘fully enough to jail, except Pena of course, 
who split to Miami instanter, with the whole 
$350K on his person. 

At the trial later, Pena said hed been 
expecting a flight back to Caracas on that 
nice DEA plane, but it had left Miami by 
the time he got there. Whatever the truth of 
this, the record shows that Pena spent the 
next fortnight in Miami, living fairly high 
on the hog from all appearances. When the 
DEA ultimately managed to locate Pena’s 
cash-stash in a Miami bank’ safe-deposit 
box, they found less than $150,000 
remaining. 

The feds were lucky to recover even that 
‘much, obviously. The only reason they were 
ever able to lay their hand on Pena at all, 
before he got safely back to Venezuela, was 
that he foolishly tried to get through Miami 
International Airport carrying arms and 
dope. A search of his luggage there by a 
sharp-eyed security guard turned up two 
newly-bought Uzi submachine guns and five 
pistols, and six grams of quality toot were 
found in his socks. 

At the trial, Pena claimed hed been smug- 
gling this cocaine out of Miami to Caracas 
as part of some fresh, new undercover opera: 
tion hed been engaged in at the moment. As 
for the ordnance, it was all simply for the 
‘protection of himself and his family; Pena 
‘manifested considerable indignation against 
the DEA when he got to this part of his 
script, and the Federal District Court jury 
clearly bought it, Pena was posing for the 
jury as some poor, wellameaning loser who 
had volunteered to work with the DEA 
against the evil global narcotics traffic, and 
wound up in terrible hot water when the 
DEA inadvertently blew his cover; and the 
US. Attorney buttressed this scenario by 
acknowledging that Pena was indeed still 
a confidential informant in good standing 
with the DEA, and would undoubtedly be 
paid handsomely—on top of the $200,000- 
‘some hed already managed to disappear 
somewhere in Miami—for his valiant efforts. 
At the end of the trial, Pena disappeared 
himself, undoubtedly back to Caracas.

Tennis Pros to Adopt 
Urine Tests— Mandatory 
drug testing of male profes: 
sional tennis players will be re- 
quired under arecently adopted 
ruling by the Men's Internation- 
al Professional Tennis Council 
The tests, due to begin next 
year, were thought necessary 
according to Marshall Hap- 
per, administrator of the coun: 
cil, to “try to get ahead of a pos- 
sible problem,” although he 
admitted that his organization 
s no evidence of adrug prob- 
lem among tennis players. Ac- 
cordingto therule, players who 
simply refuse to be teste¢ 
well as those whose samples 
indicate drug use, would be 
subject to suspension. Some 
players disagreed publicly with 
the ruling. Tim Wilkison, an 
American player, told the New 
York Times that he does no 
think the tests are “right or fair;

@ Every day, letters and phone calls pour into the Hick Times offices, asking the 
same questions about the rising tide of urine testing. HiGH TIMEshas published sev- 
eral articles about this ugly phenomenon in the past, and will continue to expose 
the cruel and unconstitutional practice as more and more horror stories about its 
abuse come to our attention. In the meantime, as a public service, HiGH TIMES will 
run a basic primer of information in this space every month.—The Editors 

4. What do urine tests actually measure? 

@ Urine tests are designed to seek out the end-product metabolites of various drugs: 
tell-tale non-drug compounds which tend to show up in urine at some point after the drug 
has been ingested. In the case of marijuana, the tests look for a compound called 9-car- 
boxy THG; in the case of cocaine, they look for ecognine. 

2. How long does THC stay in the body? Cocaine? 

@ No one knows how long 9-carboxy THC stays in the body, potentially detectable by 
urine tests, after marijuana has been smoked. It doesn't really matter; experts agree that 
if a person smokes just one joint every weekend, there's a possibility that the person 
might be susceptible to showing “positive” for THC on a urine test given on any day of 
the following week. For cocaine, the tests are designed to show “positives” for up to 
three days after the drug has been taken. (The manufacturers estimate five days, but 
they lie.) 

Does how much I smoke or ingest affect the test? 

@ In the case of marijuana, the critical factor is how regularly a person uses the drug; 
anyone who smokes more often than once or twice per week is susceptible to showing 
THC “positives,” whether they smoke a lot or only a little. For cocaine, however, the size of 
the dose makes the difference; the smaller the doses, the less likely a “positive” result. 
4. How can il spoil the test? 

@ Standard commercial urine tests—there. are only two brands on the market—are 
typical “quick and dirty” immunoassay devices, necessarily calibrated to examine fluids 
with an acid-to-base ratio (pH factor) from 3:0 to 4:0. By raising or lowering the pH factor 
of your sample out of this range, you can simply and undetectably foil the tests. This can 
be done by dropping six grams or more of ordinary table salt into the urine-collection 
vial, along with the sample of your urine; alternatively, an even smaller amount of com- 
mon household ammonia, Drano or whatever, will suffice. The urinalysis machine will 
simply fail to recognize the sample as urine, and will automatically give it a “drug-free” 
readout. Important: There is nothing a person can take internally, such as vinegar or 
vitamins or salt, which will foil a urinalysis test. 

5. What can | doif! test positive but don’t think I should have? 

You can get a lawyer to challenge the test for you.in a court of law, by suing whomever 
may have made you take it. These tests do not fare well in court; several state courts have 
already banned the use of these tests on prisoners and corre Ns personnel, and labor- 
arbitration decisions have uniformly gone against employers who've used them to fire 
‘employees. The fact is, these tests are not sufficiently dependable to be uged as grounds 
for taking adverse action against people, under any circumstances at all. If you get into 
any sort of trouble because of these unreliable devices, you should write NORML—Suite 
640, 20001 S St. NW, Washington, DC 20009—and NORML can recommend a knowledge- 
able attorney for you. 

6. Are urine tests legal? Who is allowed to administer them? 

@ There are no laws at all, federal or state, to regulate the use of these urinalysis tests. 
Even though they're even less reliable than lie-detector tests, and infinitely more inva: 
sive, the fact is that they've only been in production since 1980, and people are just now 
beginning to hear about them. No one gets interested in this urinalysis business until 
their own job is on the line, and that’s why there are no laws governing the use of these 
gimmicks. 

7. Can! be arrested if the testis positive? 

No. These tests are far too unreliable to be used as “evidence” in the courts of law. 
Important: When chalienged with these factual data, promoters of drug-urinalysis 
procedures invariably respond that they're using some sort of “new test,” fresh out on 
the market, which is “100-percent reliable.” This is a lie every time. There are only two 
sorts of urine tests on the market: the EMIT Drugs-of-Abuse line from the Syva Company 
of Palo Alto, California, and the Roche Abusescreen system, from Roche Diagnostics of 
Nutley, New Jersey. If aurine-test administrator claims to be using some “new” test, you 
should challenge that person to give its brand name; that person has just lied to you, and 
that will be very important in any subsequent lawsuit.

HOW TO FIGHT 
REEFER MADNESS 


@ ONE OF THE BEST REASONS TO 
support marijuana-law reformis thedan- 
gerous ideas of those who want to keep 
marijuana consumers labeled as crim- 
inals. Obviously anyone who is self- 
righteous enough to want to put you in 
jail is dangerous to you. Yet the policies 
and beliefs of prohibitionists are also 
dangerous to the American way of life. 

Who are the prohibitionists? They are 
groups who hide behind an innocent veil 
of parenthood and concern for children, 
and encourage extremist policies. They 
not only believe that marijuana consum- 
ers should be criminals, they also believe 
that we should be quarantined as an 
unemployable, underclass of American 
society. 

Even worse, they are working toward 
these goals with your tax dollars. These 
groups receive money from federal and 
local government agencies. At the fed- 
eral level alone, millions of dollars have 
gone into creating the image of a“move- 
Ment” opposing marijuana-law reform. 
The anti-poverty agency ACTION has 
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spent several million dollars since 1981; 
the National Institute of Drug Abuse 
spent $6.5 million in 1984 alone. Your 
federal tax dollars are being spent to do 
the basic organizational work for these 
groups, including the development of 
grass-roots networks and organizations, 
providing connections between local 
groups and community leaders, produc- 
ing and publishing one-sided materials 
on the marijuana issue and information 
‘on how to organize, and providing the 
payment of travel expenses so group 
leaders can roam the country organizing 
new chapters. One federal grant to a 
Florida chapter from ACTION is paying 
the salaries of 22 employees. Govern- 
ment grants to the national group PRIDE 
pay for 40 percent of their operating 
costs. 

Itis unprecedented forthe government 
to create its own political “movement.” 
The purpose of this effort is to create an 
environment for the Reagan Administra- 
tion's social and legislative goals and to 
support the war against American citi- 
zens who use marijuana. 

The goals of these organizations are 
extreme. A publication of the federally- 
funded “PRIDE,” entitled “A Drug Policy 
For Our Times,” begins by noting that 
Communist countries don't have drug

problems because they aren't squeam- 
ish about using “very harsh methods of 
repression against traffickers and ad- 
dicts alike.” PRIDE acknowledges that 
extreme repressive measures might not 
be palatable to democratic societies. 
Their alternative is to suppress the use 
of drugs with law enforcement while 
treating drugs “like an infectious agent, 
and to rehabilitate the addict through 
quarantine until heis able tolead a drug- 
free life.” For certain groups, like students 
and the military, the policy recommends 
avoiding the criminal justice system 
(with its due process and rights to trial) 
and putting the individual into forced 
treatment. This alternative, they claim, 
will spare the individual the stigma of 
being branded a criminal! 

These policy goals are closely related 
to the widespread use of urinalysis-test- 
ing by employers, the military and school 
administrators. Cariton Turner, Reagan's 
drug advisor who consults with these 
groups, stated on a recent television 
interview that Americans will have to 
choose between marijuana use and em- 
ployment. Thus, the insidious spread of 
urine-testing will create a permanent 
underclass of people who are unemploy- 
able because their personal lifestyle— 
marijuana use—is unacceptable. 

Theseextremist policy goals are based 
on falsescience. Ina section of the policy 
paperentitled “The Lessonsof Science,” 
the writers assert that “science tells us” 
that marijuana is more addictive than 
alcohol or tobacco because it saturates 
the brain; “man has limited power to 
control the intake of these drugs once 
he is exposed to their use”; marijuana 
has an abuse potential seven times that 
of alcohol; and marijuana’s interference 
with the brain is so strong that only 50 
percent of “confirmed addicts” can be 
rehabilitated. 

These groupsrely on many such “reef- 
er madness” statements. They also rely 
on “reverse reefer madness.” For exam- 
ple, a publication of the National Feder- 
ation of Parents says the following about 
marijuana: “The fact that there is no 
dramatic effect is one of the dangers. 
Marijuana is such a subtle drug that 
people don''t realize how it is affecting 
them. Marijuana is dangerous precisely 
because it is not a killer weed.” 

The science of the prohibitionist move- 
ment generally works in reverse. They 
know what they want to prove, they look 
for any evidence to justify their position 
and simply ignore evidence to the con- 
trary. Indeed many books, research re- 
ports and authors are blacklisted by 
these groups. In Parents, Peers and Pot, 
an organizing manual published by the 
federal government, the bias of these 
groups is revealed. The manual notes 
that most parents welcomed scientific 


findings that demonstrated that mari- 
juana was as dangerous as they already 
knew. 

While this movement is flourishing, 
thesad truthis that most marijuana con: 
‘sumers remain quiet. Whether out of the 
conflicting beliefs that it won't happen 
tothem or the paranoia of being arrested 
or fired, they stand by idly while their 
friends and neighbors are hassled, ar- 
rested and fired.

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SCORING KILOS IN MEXICO: 
MUY PELIGROSO

T= WAS, IN MEXICO, WHEN YOU COULD 
cop a kilo of marijuana with minimal 
hassle—or even a bunch of kilos, if export- 
ing was your game—and all you had to 
worry about, for the most part, was your 
own bad karma. Even in the heyday of 
Operation Condor, the Nixon/Ford-era 
crackdown on drug traffic from Mexico, it 
was mainly the spraying of paraquat on the 
fields and the interception of bulk cargo on 
the nearby highways that preoccupied the 
Mexican heat in their expenditure of all 
those American dollars. Beyond that media- 
saturated scene, and immune to prosecution 
behind barricades of bribes, the kingpin 
traffickers (mainly operating out of the 
northwestern states of Sonora and Sinaloa) 
discreetly went about their usual business; 
and the retail market where the unconfiscat- 
ed weed ended up, both south and north of 
the border, seethed along undisturbed. 

Consequently, if you were traveling down 
through Mexico, asmy friend Wolfgang and 
I were at that time—even if you had long 
hair, as we did, and even if you were driving 
a weird panel truck, as we were—you could 
still score a kilo of weed with relative ease; 
and as long as you made sure it was stashed 
so it couldn't be seen or smelled, you could 
transport it to your friends or customers 
anywhere within the borders of Mexico 
with no undue paranoia 

‘Three hundred miles or so this side of 
Guadalajara, in the town of Tepic, we had 
runintoa young but gnomelike Danenamed 
Otto, whose front was baking organic, whole- 
wheat bread for a local panaderfa, but whose 
main preoccupation was connecting people 
like ourselves with good reefer in bulk. He 
had just recently broken out of jail in Peru, 
where he had been sentenced to an indeter- 
minate amount of time for cocaine-smug- 
gling, so for Otto scoring kilos in Mexico was 
no big deal. For us, it was high adventure to 
go with him around the cinder-strewn flank 
of one of the dormant volcanoes near Tepic 
and rendezvous at a mountain pass with his 
smiling, moustachioed grower-contact, who 
was waiting for us witha pickup truck full of 
Nayarit's finest, fluffy, red-haired buds. 

We were prepared to drive the remaining 
distance to Guadalajara that night with the 
kilo stashed in the back of the truck. But we 
all knew that, although we were well south 


of the combat zone in the drug war, thearmy 
did sometimes conduct random searches at 
highway roadblocks—very rarely, though, 
of public transportation, according to Otto. 

So we ended up putting Wolfgang on the 
bus, the kilo of buds in the bottom of his 
backpack, while I followed behind in the 
truck—holding one magnificent bud which 
Tkept to smoke while driving the remaining 
miles alone. After six hours of winding up 
and down Jalisco’s deep barvancas, we made 
it safely to Guadalajara, where the reunion 
at the bus station was a stoned celebration. 

Would we make that same trip now, car- 
rying the same contraband, in 1985? Well, 
maybe—but not without taking the enor- 
mous risk of being caught in the crossfire 
that currently rages in Mexico between its 
dope dealers and its police. 

You've been seeing it on the news or in the 
paper, right? They've been taking turns 
down there wiping each other out, and not 
without a lot of malicious torture on both 
sides. The latest incident, as reported in the 
N.Y. Times, is the massacre of 17 Federal 
Judicial Police and five of their snitches by 
“a band of drug traffickers” in Veracruz. 
Not too long ago, appalled Customs Service 
agents discovered armed members of these 
same Judicial Police escorting traffickers 
with their loads across the border into Texas. 
Meanwhile, in Mexico City, other members 
of that same august body are on trial for 
aiding in the escape of the drug-world king- 
pins (also card-carrying members of the 
FIP!) who kidnapped and murdered the 
two DEA nares in Guadalajara last spring. 

What's going on in Guadalajara anyway? 
Our Anonymous Friend, who lives in that 
once lovely city, was in New York recently, 
and reported that, in contrast to how it was 
five yearsago, when Wolfgang and arrived 
with our kilo from Tepic, i's “extremely up- 
tight” now. “It's practically impossible to 
find any grass anywhere,” he said. “The 
whole distribution network has been de- 
stroyed. But the cocaine market is booming. 
It's everywhere—there's never been so 
much.” Posses of plainclothes federales in 
flatbed trucks roam the streets now, plainly 
looking for trouble, with automatic weapons 
in full view, and one wouldn't dare walk the 
streets holding a thing.

NATURE AND USE 


© Dimethyltryptamine is originally 
found in a variety of plants used cere- 
monially and for divination purposes by 
South American Indians.’ It is the main 
ingredient in the bark of Virola calophyl- 
la, and is also found in the seeds of the 
vine Mimosa hostilis, and the leaves of 
Psycotria viridis, often inthe same plants 
as another tryptamine, 5-MeO-DMT. In 
some tribal societies, both drugs are 
often added to shamanic potions con- 
taining harmaia alkaloids to heighten 
their effects. It is also used ina number 
of psychedelic snutfs or smoked. 

Asa tryptamine, DMT resembles sev- 
eral other psychedelic substances in 
both chemical structureandeffect. These 
include LSD and psilocybin. Unlike all 
other psychedelics, with the exception 
of the most closely related 5-MeO-DMT, 
DMT cannot be taken orally unless it is 
mixed with harmala alkaloids or mono- 
amine oxidase inhibitors. An enzyme in 
the stomach breaks down the DMT be- 
fore it can enter the bloodstream. Con- 
sequently, the South American Indians 
who use it by itself prepare DMT as a 
powdered snuff. It is then absorbed via 
mucous membrane rather than being 
swallowed. Dr. Andrew Weil reports that 
the DMT-containing Chagrapanga leaves 
he sampled in South America weremixed 
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Medical advice by David E. Smith, M.D. Written by David E. Smith and Rick Seymour of the 
Haight-Ashbury Free Medical Clinic. The authors do not advocate the use of any psychoactive 


substances. 


with harmala-containing plants to pro- 

duce yage.’ North Americans and others 
who use the purified chemical form of 
DMT either smoke it or inject it intra- 
muscularly. 

Weil cites a typical South American 
DMT snuff as yopo. Yopoisused by tribes 
in the Amazonian forests. “It is made 
from the resin of a huge jungle tree, 
cooked down, dried, and pounded into a 
fine powder which the men blow force- 
fully into each other's noses through 
long tubes. Taken this way, yopo causes 
a very intense intoxication beginning 
within seconds but lasting only 30 min- 
utes or less. While under its influence, 
Indians dance, sing, and see visions of 
gods and spirits.” If you have seen the 
movie The Emeraid Forest, wherein sev- 
eral yopo ceremonies among Amazonian 
Indians are graphically and accurately 
depicted, the above description will be 
most familiar. 

Most DMT that appears in the United 
States is reported to be a brown, solid 
substance that smells somewhat like 
mothballs. Small quantities of this are 
smoked in the ends of cigarettes made 
‘of mint, marijuana or oregano. It is re- 
ported that even a single inhalation is 
enough to cause an intense five-to-ten 
minute psychedelic trip in which users 
may lose all awareness of their surround- 
ings and become overwhelmed by visual 
hallucinations. The drug may take effect 
even before the user takes the cigarette 
from his or her lips and can peak within 
‘one minute. Such use has been called 
a “businessmar's trip” because of its 
short duration. After 15 minutes, the 
psychedelic effects subside and within 
30 minutes the user is back to normal. 

As with other psychedelics of short 
duration, the onset of tolerance with 
DMT is rapid. Those who like the effects 
of DMT are reported to use them only on 
special occasions.’ 

As a tryptamine, DMT closely resem- 
bles such other psychedelics as LSD, 
psilocin and psilocybin, 5-MeO-DMT 
and the synthetics DET and DPT. Grin- 
spoon and Bakalar cite the effective 
dosage of DMT as around 50 mg. The 
physiological effects resemble those of 
LSD, but DMT does have more sympa- 
thomimetic or stimulant symptoms, 
suchas dilated pupils, heightened blood 
pressure, and increased pulse rate. 

An interesting sidelight on DMT is 
that it has recently been identified as 
occurring naturally within human and rat 
brains. Furthermore, the enzyme respon- 
sible for its synthesis and the receptor 
sites where it is absorbed by nerve ter- 
minalshavealso been discovered.*® The 
similar tryptamines LSD and5-MeO-DMT 
will displace DMT in these sites that are 


thought to also serveas serotonin recep- 
tors. What this all indicates is that DMT 
may be our natural, internal psychedelic, 
just as endorphins and enkephalons are 
‘our natural internal opiates. This repre- 
sents one more step toward a paradigm 
to the effect that all types of psychoac- 
tive drugs have their naturally occurring 
counterparts within our own central 
nervous systems. 


HAZARDS AND LIABILITIES 


@ The greatest hazard from DMT ap- 
pears to be the rapidity of onset and in- 
tensity of its psychedelic trip. These can 
work to bring about anxiety and a high 
degree of disorientation, anda resultant 
fear for anyone not familiar with the 
drug's action. Its proponents say that 
DMT provides the ultimate psychedelic 
tush, because of the sudden and dramat- 
ic changes in consciousnesst produces. 
Were it not for the rapid onset of body 
tolerance to the drug, this rush would 
probably make it a most compelling 
candidate for compulsive use and pos- 
sible addiction. 


FIRST AID PLUS 


@ The rapidity of this drug's action 
would preclude most acute problems 
being dealt with by more than friendly 
and sympathetic reassurance. However, 
the drug has been linked to schizophre- 
nia and, like any other psychedelic sub- 
stance, can uncover and exacerbate 
underlying psychopathology that may 
call for therapy and counseling. It would 
be most unwise for anyone using this 
drug, given the intensity of the trip, to 
attempt anything more complex than 
staying put and experiencing it. @

COLIN WILSON

rigins of the sexual 
impulse. . . philosophical 
implications of crime and 
homicide... studies on 
split-brain research and the 
occult. ..consciousness- 
expansion through sex, 
drugs and self-sparked 
mysticism. How to re- 
enter the imaginative 
realms which civilization 
and science have sealed 
off for centuries. Is the 
ultimate answer to life 
yes, or no? 

The English author 
Colin Wilson has made 
a lifes work probing the 
above topics, answering 
“yes” to the ultimate 
question since 1956, when 
his first book, The Outsider, 
became a trans-Atlantic 
bestseller. Through 30 
years of semi-obscurity, 
vicious critical attacks, 
non-stop writing and bank 
overdrafts, Wilson has 
produced over 50 books 
ona vivid array of sub- 
jects. While some of them 
are less compelling than 
others, several happen to 
be important and accessi- 
ble works concerning hu- 
man consciousness and 
our species’ unique role 
in this universe.

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Wilson's writing is hip to the positive and 
negative patterns of human perspective: the 
self-induced perceptual shifts which can 
help us—or prevent us—from realizing our 
freedom within 20th-century reality. If youre 
intimidated by the sound of Wilson's intel- 
lectual ambitiousness, relax, and forget 
about it. This cult writer is a high-school 
dropout who slept on London's Hampstead 
Heath while writing The Outsider in the 
British Museum's Reading Room by day. 
Furthermore, he lives a life of organized 
new-age chaos in a cottage by the sea in 
Cornwall, together with his wife, Joy, their 
two youngest children, a cat, two big dogs, 
and a greenhouse full of freshwater turtles. 

To gain an understanding of how ahead of 
its time Wilson's work is, realize that in 
1956, The Outsider told us that our species’ 
prime imperative was totranscend the mod- 
ern mind-set of religious and political trivial- 
ities, existential passivity and the cop-out 
belief that life is meaningless. Negative think- 
ing, Wilson maintains, feeds upon itself and 
retards our species by keeping us on a blah 
treadmill of evolutionary inertia. On the 
other hand, the spiritual rebels among us, the 
“outsiders” who think and live on the mar- 
gins of today’s dehumanized reality, can re- 
ject this pervading negativism, choosing in- 
‘stead to head out on a spiritual dragnet for 
life's deeper sense of meaning and purpose. 

“Each one of us must learn to stand alone 
and think for ourselves,” Wilson insists. 
“This is our unique freedom, to think one 
thought rather than another.” By focusing 
‘our egos on opening our minds to the uni- 
verse's infinite possibilities, Wilson believes, 
‘we can attain a bird's-eye view of the cosmos, 
which amounts to an expanded conscious- 
ness. Ananti-Darwinian, Wilson argues that 
evolution is less of a crapshoot than most 
scientists and citizens choose to believe. 
Only by perceiving the essentially positive 
nature of reality can we begin to develop into 
ahigher form of life. 

“The problem is that we impose our own, 
ideas on reality without ever realizing that 
we're doing it,” he ventures. “Buddha said 
that normal consciousnessisa delusion, and 
he was exactly right. Each of us walks 
around in a self-programmed experience; 
we imagine things that aren't thereat all and 
‘screen out masses of information that are 
there.” According to Wilson, who has been 
researching and writing about the right and 
left hemispheres of the brain for the past 
decade, we can willfully correct this state of 
cerebral/psychic imbalance once we under- 
‘stand how our minds function. 

“Actually, we have two minds. Eyer since 
we started to think, we've become progres 
sively more entrapped in the left half of our 
brains, habituated to a negative distortion 
of our own reality... The person you call 
‘you’—your identity—lives in the left brain. 
‘This hemisphere orders your thoughts and 
opinions ina scientific manner. Whereas the 
right brain houses the intuitive, artistic, 
sensory ‘you’ who perceives patterns and 
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As Wilson's explanation in his book about 
right-brain consciousness, Frankenstein’ 
Castle, has it, the bulk of our thoughts are 
processed through the left brain’s personality 
factory. Therefore, we rarely get into the 
right brain (orgasms and drug highs except- 
ed) to experience the reality which lies out- 
side ourselves and yet includes ourselves. 
This enhanced state of mind Wilson 
“affirmation consciousness.” In moments of 
tremendous affirmation, you get a feeling 
that there is another kind of truth, some 
thing beyond your religious point of view or 
your political point of view or your personal 
point of view. The writer G.K. Chesterton 
called this feeling “absurd good news,” and 
were all capable of this. The question is: 
how does one get back to this state again 
and again? Where is that bloody mountain 
top from which we can finally see things 
clearly? How does one avoid getting sucked 
back into the gray boredom of triviality? 

Wilson recognizes the value of drugs, 
meditation and sex as consciousness-ex- 
panding tools. Nevertheless, because people 
often end up using them as a means of es- 
caping from thought, one must be systematic 
in one’ explorations.

“These so-called moral issues of 
and sexual promiscuity are totally 
irrelevant. The point is that if you get high 
intelligently, if you have sex intelligently, if 
your actions have the element of ittention- 
ality behind them, then your experience will 
have a purpose and a meaning. The thing to 
avoid is using drugs and sex simply for your 
assive gratification.” 

So, Wilson's method for achieving affir- 
mation consciousness is rooted in individual 
control of the ego. “Misery and alienation 
are not laid upon us by fate. They are due to. 
the failure of the ego to accept its role as the 
controller of consciousness. ..I believe it is 
possible to intensify left-brain consciousness 
tothe point where it carries usstraight out of 
ourselves and into the larger mind of right- 
brain consciousness. This effort and new 
state of perception may eventually become 
a new power of thought,” he theorizes. 

Wilson goes on to say that criminal behav- 
ior, for instanc the individual 
condition of being trapped in left-brain iden- 
tity. “Ita matter of faith, really, toliveup to 
your promise, your freedom. The killer, and 
almost any other habitual criminal, just 
doesn't have this broader awareness. He or 
she thinks and lives in a vicious, trivial little 
world, never experiencing life outside of 
their own personality, so to speak. But then, 


this is also true of most of us...” Interpret 
ing Wilson's less-than-rosy assessment of the 


human condition as a series of cautionary 
views is tomiss his point entirely. Beadvised 
that in Mysteries, The Occult, The Outsider 
and Religion and the Rebel, he repeatedly 
stresses that his ideas are not necessarily 
“right,” or “the truth.” Moreover, the con- 
temporary, anecdotal style of much of Wil- 


son's nonfiction (and novels too) encourages 
the reader to use his work as a skeleton key 
to his or her particular perceptions. It left 
up to the reader to get a window on the uni- 
versal scheme of things, and this situation is 
especially clear in the visionary sci-fi trilogy 
of The Mind Parasites, The Space Vampires, 
and The Philosopher’ Stone. 

In my mind, there is one tragic flaw on the 
face of Wilson’ fiction: the absence of female 
protagonists. Think about it: whom among 
the world’s “outsiders” could better illustrate 
the triumph of thinking independently and 
transcending a trivial reality than a woman? 
When Lask Wilson why herarely creates fe- 
male characters, he's almost apologetic. 

“I confess my inability to put myself be- 
hind a woman's eyes and write women char- 
acters. It'sa limitation of mine, but at least I 
see women more completely as individuals 
than, let's say, Hemingway did. Heming- 
way's women are almost nonentities...I 
think perhaps that bisexual writers are in a 
better position to understand the woman’ 
point of view,” he concedes. 

Regardless of Wilson's limited take on fe- 
male psychology, he’s still one of the notab- 
ly rare writers offering an antidote to 20th- 
century, numbingly faceless alienation. On 
the brink of the millenium, the future of the 
global human family is up for grabs, but 
Wilson is unfazed. Our project is to realize 
the basic freedoms we have left to us: the 
power to think, to expand consciousness; to 
will our species upward into a new power of 
mind.

The Califomia Attorney General John Van de 
Kamp was staging an elaborate 
show for the media to sing the 
praises of the Campaign Against 
Marijuana Planting and gloat 
about the fact that CAMP has 
“made life miserable and expen- 
sive” for Emerald Triangle grow- 
ers. The highlight of the show 
was a marijuana bonfire to de- 
stroy crops confiscated by CAMP 
during the 85 harvest season. 

‘Once the pot was in place, Van 
de Kamp addressed the assem: 
bled reporters, photographers 
and TV newspeople. “We've taken 
a giant step toward reclaiming 
the north coast for law-abiding 
Californians,” he boasted, with- 
out mentioning that the CAMP 
raiders were among the least 
law-abiding citizens in the area, 
at least in the performance of 
what Civil Liberties Monitoring 
Project attorney Ron Sinoway 
called their “blunderbuss 
operations.” 

Those operations employ low- 
flying choppers, crazed ‘copter 
jocks, assault teams, police 
dogs, roadblocks, terror tactics 
and harassment of innocent 
citizens. All to little avail. “lam 
not here to announce the de- 
struction of the marijuana indus 
try in California,” Van de Kamp 
admitted. "We have not done 
that. No one ever believed that 
we could.’ 

‘And what did the taxpayers 
shell out for this futile campaign? 
Awhopping three million dollars 
since CAMP began in 1983, ac- 
cording to the Attorney General. 
And if Van de Kamp has his way, 
CAMP will be allotted almost as 
much money for next year's pro- 
gram as it has spent in the previ- 
‘ous three years combined. His 
of recently sponsored legis- 
lation to appropriate $2.9 million 
for marijuana eradication in 1986.

Her 
politics 
are personal, 
but hey, she 

really means it! 


@ “IF | HADN'T BEEN A FOLKSINGER 
| probably would be one of those peo- 
ple on the subway who sits down next 
to you and tells you their life story," 
‘says Suzanne Vega. Instead, she gets up 
on stage, her eyes closed, her hands 
jammed in the pockets of an oversized 
black blazer, her body swaying slightly 
tothe tick of aninternal metronome. She 
tells a tale about early-morning coffee, 
newspapers and spying on strangers in 
“Tom's Diner.” She's ethereal, and then 
back on the ground when she pounds 
‘out a rocking song about the girl on the 
block “gone, gone, gone” astray in 
“Neighborhood Girls.” She's a painter of 
modern urban life and an explorer of the 
topography of inner aches and pains. 
But unlike her most obvious predeces- 
sor, Joni Mitchell, she's conspicuously 
resistant to florid meta-images. No “sun 
pouring in like butterscotch” inSuzanne 
Vega's Greenwich Village apartment, or 
in her music, either. 

Vega, 26, is a folkie for an era that's 
‘seen punk and new wave, that’s passed 
through the promise of a “folk revival” in 
the late '70s when the New York Times 
touted the Roches and Steve Forbert as 
“The Next Great Thing.” Her brand of 
acoustic guitar playing and “meaning- 
ful” lyrics comes from a member of the 
“lost generation” of hippie kids—the 
‘ones who were raised on ’60s ideals of 
commitment and fairness as inalien- 
able truths (children who were “taught 
too well”), watched the dissolution of 
activism in the '70s, and treat the 
'80s with something like a committed 
ambivalence. 

“Whenever | write a song, | like to think 
apart of it will live forever.” Suzanne Vega 
leans her elbows on the desk in front of 
her and looks at the ceiling, silent for a 
minute, as careful and deliberate in her 
speech as sheisinherlyrics, “But! can't 
do that with political songwriting. It’s 
very hard to look at Dylan now and realize 
he’s the same person who wrote ‘Blow- 
in’ in the Wind.’ He was such a tender 
innocent in those days. | think a lot of 
people don't listen to a song if they hear 
jargon, cliches, or just plain dead lan- 
‘guage in it. The only way to move them 
is tostartle them with something deeply 
personal.” 

Obviously Vega’s been startling 
enough people. Her debut album for 
A&M Records, Suzanne Vega (pro- 
duced by former Patti Smith guitarist 
Lenny Kaye), penetrated the Billboard 
Top 100 and has gotten considerable FM 
airplay, especially with “Marlene on the 
Wall.” The attention doesn't faze Vega in 
the least—partially because of her self- 
possessed Zen calm (she's been a prac- 
ticing Buddhist for ten years), partially 
because she’s known since she was 14 


that she wanted to be a folksinger and 
has never seriously considered doing 
anything else. 

The offspring of a Puerto Rican novel- 
Ist/teacher father anda German-Swedish 
mother, Vega was born when her mother 
was 18, and threemore children followed 
soon after. Home life was, as she puts it 
drily, “pretty bumpy. ..1 was always a 
mediator between my parents and my 
younger brothers and sisters. It took up a 
lot of energy.” Suzannewasa nerdamong 
her chic, showy peers at the FAME-ous 
High School of Performing Arts in New 
York, and didn’t ease up all that much 
more when she studied English and The- 
ater at Barnard College. There was this 
problem of pained shyness. 

“| was booking acts at a little club on 
campus, and people kept telling me | 
had to go down to the Village, because 
there was a community of people like 
me there,” Vega says. “And I'd read all 
the books, you know, about the folk scene 
inthe 60s, about Dylan. Atfirst| couldn't 
get myself to go in to Folk City, because 
it's abar, and becauseat that time, around 
41980, I didn’t hang out inbars—although 
I've since learned to do that very well, | 
must say.” She laughs. “Finally | did go, 
and met a lot of people I'm still friendly 
with, And | began to perform, finally. li 
found my niche. 

This “niche” is a style of singer-song- 
writing at once subdued and impas- 
sioned, tinged with experimentalism 
while deeply traditional. Sharing vinyl 
on Suzanne Vega, for example, are spo- 
ken verbal syncopations and imagistic 
poems (“Today | am/a small blue 


thing/Like a marble/or an eye”), and 
troubadourian fictions, stories of queens 
and knights. And a train song, The 
more talky compositions have drawn in- 
evitable comparisons to Laurie Ander- 
son, a problem aided by a certain visual 
resemblance. 

“When | first saw her picture," Vega 
remembers, “with the big jacket and the 
short hair and the really huge dimples, | 
said to myself, ‘Oh no, everyone's going 
to think I'm copying her. But in fact the 
onesongon the album that sounds most 
like her, ‘Cracking,’ is the oldest: | wrote 
it in 1980. And | wrote it to be spoken: 
rather than sung, because the character, 
who's kind of ‘cracking up,’ wouldn't 
sing about her problems. It's as though 
you're having lunch with someone and 
she's talking about something in a very 
detached voice and suddenly yourealize 
she’s not making sense.” 

But the heart of Suzanne Vega’s music 
is a reflection on the stuff that makes 
popular songwriting exist: love. And 
especially the power struggles in man- 
woman love. In “Marlene on the Wall” 
she sings, “Observe the blood, the rose 
tattoo/Of the fingerprints on me from 
you/Other evidence has shown that you 
and | are still alone/We skirt around the 
danger zone and don't talk about it later.” 
Images of entrapment, coercion, the 
need to not be consumed dominate the 
songs. 

And then there's the inverse, the un- 
deniable pleasure of consumption, which 
Vega sings of in “Undertow”: "lam friend 
to the undertow/I take you in, I don't let 
go/And now I have you. ..” Vega’s well- 
versed in the problematics of sexual 
politics and makes career decisions 
around them. Recently she refused to 
grant an interview with Playboy. “Every- 
‘one said tome, ‘Comeon, she says with 
emphasis, “‘It's national exposure, it's 
no big deal.” 

But the circumstances under which 
she was asked for the interview didn't 
help her initial aversion: “Iwas doing my 
first video, ‘Marlene on the Wall,’ and 
was all dressed up in a low-cut velvet 
cocktail dress with my hair puffed up 
and black stockings on—clearly not my 
usual outfit—and | was walking up and 
down these stairs in heels a mile high. 
At that moment Playboy wanted to talk 
to me, and absolutely the last thing in 
the world! wanted to do was talk to Play- 
boy magazine!” 

“It was weird to be approached by 
them,” she muses, “It's the only interview 
I've refused to do.” Suzanne Vega looks 
at the ceiling and then looks me in the 
eye. “I guess my politics are personal 
politics. It's wrong to govern someone 
by fear and terror, to take away their free- 
dom, on any level.” @

Never let anyone say this 
isn't a nation of plenty. 
They were the perfect 
post-atomic family, con- 
tented, affluent, living out 
that all-American promise 
of a bubble car in every 
spaceport, a chicken in 
every foodarackacycle. 
Herewas the futurepertect. 
The Jetsons were great for 
exploiting the color poten- 
tial of TV, perhaps like no 
show before: when it pre- 
miered in 1962, in fact, it 
was the first program in 
coloronABC. Anditsbright, 
unsubtle hues outpaced 
the cartoon's primary influ- 
ences, animation from the 
UPA studio (Mr. Magoo, 
Gerald McBoing Boing, 
etc.) and customized cars. 
Oh, and they were great 
for the contributions they 
made to modern music. 
Who, having been witness 
to it, could ever forget the 
immortal episode wherein 
George sets out to put the 
kibosh on Judy's efforts to 
win the Jet Screamer song 
competition. Squaresville 
pop switches “Eep Op Ork 
Ah Ah,” a spy code Elroy's 
playing with, for Judy's con- 
test entry. But Judy does 
get to meet the teen cream 
Mr Screamer, and dad ends 
up playing drums in her 
band! As pop music on TV 
goes, this is up there with

which the Beau Brummels 
appeared, and it smears 
the Batman in which Chad 
and Jeremy do their, uh, 
thing. The Jetson’s musical 
influence extends to this 
day, having inspired such 
bands as The Jetsons (Buf- 
falo), The Jetsonz and Their 
Boy Elroy (NY) and Bar-B-Q 
Astro (Lincoln, Neb). 

Along with The Jetsons, 
Twilight Zone has been re- 
vivified this television sea- 
son. Their pairing, it would 
seem, is not coincidental. 
For herewehave both sides 
of the early '60s Cogswell 
cog: paranoia vs. promise, 
nuclear dread vs. can-do 
faith in all things tech. Re- 
playa few episodes of each 
to a kid and she will have 
learned most things truly 
crucial about the age of 
Camelot. 

Dig the paranoid liberal- 
ism of Rod Serling’s vision, 
the xenophobia and fear of 
the bomb he scanned be- 
neath the proud frontier 
Kennedy envisioned. There 
were numerous stories of 
deadly aliens masquerad- 
ingas “us”;manytaleswere 
set in blasted post-fallout 
vistas. Long beforetheterm 
had become cradled with- 
in the American subcon- 
scious, before Dean Rusk, 
Secretary of State for most 
of the '60s, spoke of the 
“twilight zone of interna- 
tional relations,” therewas 
Serling, peering into the 
dark corners. 

Ah, but meet GeorgeJet- 
son. Herewasa future that 
didn't make you tremble. 
Herewasa tomorrow where 
the biggest worry wasn't 
the Russians or warheads, 
itwas howto pry Elroy from 
the tube. The Jetsons’ to- 
morrow was the distillation 
ofcountless post-war capi- 
talist promises: you'll see, 
ina few years we'll be able 
todoanything justbypush- 


ing abutton. The hyped op- 
timism of the 'S0s—a lit- 
tle crazed, more than alittle 
fallacious, as the private 
sector toiled to get theecon- 
omy out of the war mode 
and into the manufacture- 
and-consume mode— 
made more promises than it 
could keep. Soon, it said, 
soon we'll have drip-dry 
furniture and jetboots and 
cars that run on water and 
robot courtesans. One big 
reason why The Jetsons 
worked was that they pro- 
jected the average family of 
“today” into that consum- 
er's heaven. And, give or 
takea lotof fabgadgetsand 
names with Rocket or Orbit 
or Jetstream in them. ..it 
was basically just like you 
were living in suburbia cir- 
ca 1962. 

Believe it: the very voice 
of lovely Jane Jetson was 
none other than Penny Sin- 
gleton, the Blondie in a 
spate of post-war middle- 
class Hollywood fantasies 
you might still catch after 
midnight on TV. The Jet- 
sons had all their wonder- 
ful stuff, but George stiff 
got ticketed for speeding 
by Officer O’Jetsky, and ol’ 
Henry Orbitt was their de- 
pendable fixit guy. Jeeze, 
Jane didn't even know how 
to drive for much of the 
show! Rutrow, as loveable 
pup Astro would say. 

The pleasing (at arm's 
length) rhythms of sub- 
urbia—where everything 
isn't “the same,” but rather 
where everything different 
is repeated at regular inter- 
vals—are the backdrop for 
the show. All the stars are 
in place in the sky: they al- 
ways are for theJetsons. A 
chase passes the same 
articles of furniture over 
and over, until said chaseis 
done. This subliminal regu- 
larity, a balm, is borne out 
inthe very process that was 


used to animate The Jet- 
sons: drawings of the body, 
the positions of the limbs 

headand mouth, werenum- 
bered and filed for infinite 
reuse. Whenanew episode 
was created, very little new 
drawing was necessary. 

For this genius of ration- 
alization, for this radical 
laziness, Hanna-Barbera 
deserve international ac- 
claim. Instead they have 
received snubs by critics 
who call their body of work 
“repetitious” and “low- 
brow.” Yes! Bourgeois 
spokesman Leonard Maltin 
devotes two smug pages 
to their work in his large 
tomeon animation. Yet, ata 
time when cartoon studios 
were shutting down due to 
the high cost of prevailing 
animation methods, Han- 
na-Barbera became the 
world’s largest and most 
successful studio. 

Their offices have made 
some useful changes in 
The Jetsons, but, of course, 
H-Barethelast peoplewho 
would muck with a good 
formula. There'sgossipthat 
George's building is going 
condo, butthat'sabout it in 
the social relevancy depart- 
ment. Therearesuchitems 
‘ofnew-techas the Dressing 
Cone, a vibrating ring of 
energy that clothes you, 
and Judy's Diary, a heart- 
shaped gewgaw that trails 
behind her and records 
news of her crushes and 
broken hearts. And there is 
the new character Orbitty, 
an extraterrestrial mood- 
pet:he changescolor ashe 
changes disposition. And 
that, weshould be pleased, 
is it for the differences. 
Theirs is still the same old 
future, andit still works. Let 
us bow our heads. And, un- 
tilwe too can havea 3-D TV 
through which we can talk 
tothecharacters, let us turn 
‘on the old-fash tube @ 
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Abortion. The book publicly exposed an issue that had pre~ 
viously been discussed only in the most private of settings, 
among the closest of friends. Suddenly, abortion was a topic fit 
for the dinner table, the Sunday sermon, the classroom. 

“Tt was one of those things that sat on the side as an issu 
says Arlene Carmen, now Program Associate at New York 
City’s Judson Memorial Church. In ’66, Carmen, with a group 
of ministers and rabbis, organized a counseling and referral 
group for women seeking abortions. The Clergy Consultation 
Service on Abortion (CCSA) took a positive a st approach 
totheir community service, keeping abreast of abortion services 
and prices and clinic conditions. In fact, they orchestrated a 
near-boycott of clinics in 1970 that forced the price of the pro- 
cedure to plummet, from $600-$700 per abortion to $200. 

‘Throughout their tenure as part of the abortion underground 
in the '60s and early "70s, the CCSA had no trouble witheither 
the police or the Catholic Church. “The Church wasas quiet as. 
could be. They were happy as long as abortion wasn't legal. 
What people did privately, illicitly, didn't matter,” says Carmen. 

‘When the law changed in 1973, however, so did the Catholic 
Churchs opinion. Since that time (although its own parishioners, 
have been only partially faithful to the official position on abor- 
tion), the Church instituted Respect Life Sundays, a day each 
year in which money is raised for the anti-abortion movement, 
money which greatly supplements the budgets of right-to-life 
organizations. 

Although the official Catholic position on peace, war, and 
nuclear proliferation is considerably to the left of the positions 
taken by Fundamentalist Christians, the abortion issue has 
brought the two together. It is their virulent anti-women pos- 
turing that unites them; the glue that makes for a seemingly 
unified, strongand monied anti-abortion movement. Although 
cracks have periodically marred the surface, the Fundamen- 
talist-Catholic alliance has been able to gain more than a mere 
toe-hold in the American political conscience. 

‘According to Shelley Orren-McNullty, a social worker and 
abortion rights activist, “They feel that our lives are not ours. 
Our fate has to be determined by everyone but us. When we 
have power and control over our lives, and the decisions in our 
lives, it really threatens the basic fabric of our society. If we 
can have control over our bodies, we can control our commu- 
nities, and even the economy.” 


he Moral Majority’s Jerry Falwell, on the other hand, doesn't 

think in terms of women's lives or women’s control. His 
position is devoid of concern for any aspect of women's lives; 
instead, his entire focus is on the fetus. “I am convinced that 
the biological holocaust of unborn babies will be responsible in 
bringing forth God's judgement. Surely God is angry with 
America because we are offending these little ones,” he says. 
To insure a more pleasant outcome come Judgement Day, 
Falwell has created a network of homes in which pregnant 
adolescents can bear their children. These “Christian” homes 
are places where young women can “have an opportunity to 
know and love the Lord, Jesus Christ.” Advertised as counsel- 
ing programs for pregnant teens, the “shepherd homes” oper- 
ate as “places where love prevails,” “where every effort is 
made to persuade her not to have an abortion,” and where she 
“js loved and ministered to on a daily basis.” He concludes his 
request for funding this project by asking us to pray for him, 
for he “needs our prayers and support as he launches out to. 
save the lives and souls of America’s little babies.” 

Although teens are by no means the only group Falwell, the 
Fundamentalists, the non-religious Right and the Catholic 
Church want to save from abortion, they are a group whose 
rights have already been substantially curtailed. In 1979 the 
Supreme Court ruled that states can require parental consent 
or notification as long as the teenager has the option of going 
before a judicial body for permission if she fears parental re- 
prisals. Eight states have notification requirements; seven 
require consent.

“We need to focus on women. What is living about? What are women’ rights and lives about?” 


In these states, any woman under the age of 18 who fears 
speaking to her parents can go to a local court and request per- 
mission to have an abortion. A study by the Alan Guttmacher 
Institute (AGI) conducted in Minnesota, one of the states with 
this requirement, showed that “the judges in most counties 
refuse, for either moral or political reasons, to carry out the 
obligation to implement the law.” Asa result, many desperate 
minors are forced to travel up to 500 miles each way—to either 
St. Paul, Duluth or Minneapolis. 

Furthermore, in many small towns anonymity is hard to 
insure. Lawyers and advocates report having to meet judges 
in bathrooms because the woman's family is well-known in the 
community, or because a parent or other relative or family 
friend works in the courthouse. 


Biren ate absurd, say opponents of consentintification 
requirements, is the fact that 25-30 percent of pregnant 
teens tell at least one parent of their pregnancy anyway. Those 
that don't often confide ina family friend, older sibling or other 
adult. 

But teens are not the only group to have fallen victim to anti- 
abortion retrenchment. In the nine months following the Janu- 
ary, 1973 decisions legalizing abortion, 188 bills to curtail that 
right were introduced in 41 states. Although most have failed 
to acquire sufficient support for passage, abortion is still dif- 
ficult right to exercise. According to AGI, of 3,135 counties in 
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the U 45, or 78 percent, have no abortion providers what- 
soever. This means that women have to travel, often by bus or 
train, in order to terminate an unwanted pregnancy—a fact 
that increases both the cost and time factor involved. 

Adding insult to injury is the fact that, under the Hyde Amend- 
ment, if the woman is poor and reliant on Medicaid for her 
health care, she cannot have her abortion paid for by Medicaid 
unless she livesin one of the I5 states voluntarily paying forthe 
procedure. Originally proposed by Rep. Henry Hyde, one of 
the most outspoken anti-abortionists in Congress, and passed 
in 1976, the Hyde Amendment was upheld by the Supreme 
Court in 1980. 

Prior to 1980, approximately 250,000 abortions a year were 
paid for by Medicaid. Since then the figure has hovered be- 
tween 2,000-4,000, 

According to the Alliance Against Women's Oppression 
(AAWO), a national, multi-racial feminist group, ‘the anti- 
woman forces fully understand which are the most vulnerable 
sectorsamong women. They also understand that the women’s 
movement isnot yet prepared todefend the rights of just these 
sectors. Thus, in the current round of the political struggle on 
abortion rights, the very first blow was aimed at poor and mi- 
nority women.” 


n fact, the Hyde Amendment’ first victim was a 27-year-old 
Chicana named Rosie Jimenez. A welfare recipient and stu- 
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dent, Jimenez had to choose between an expensive abortion 
and continuing her studies. She went toa back-alleyabortionist 
and died with a $700 scholarship check in her pocket. 

If the right-wing and Catholic-Fundamentalist triad has its 
way, the right to abortion will be curtailed even more. The 
Supreme Court has again agreed to decide on the abortion 
issue, this time looking at whether the Pennsylvania Abortion 
Control Act violates the U.S. Constitution and deciding whether 
it is illegal for a doctor to cause the death ofa “viable” fetus by 
performing an abortion. 

The Pennsylvania Abortion Control Act, passed in 1982 and 
overturned by an Appeals Court, states that doctors must pro- 
vide women requesting abortions with a description of the 
fetus. They must also warn her that the abortion may have 
“unforeseen and detrimental physical and psychological ef- 
fects,” and give her a list of agencies that provide support for 
women during pregnancy and childbirth. Furthermore, the 
Act requires the doctor to inform the woman that “the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania strongly urges you to contact 
these agencies before making a final decision about abortion.” 

The Illinois law makes the performance of an abortion a 
crime if viability—life outside the womb—isa possibility. Here, 
too, the law was struck down bya lower court which ruled that 
such restrictions interfered with a doctor's medical judgement. 

According to lawyer Rhonda Copelon, an expert on repro- 
ductive rights issues, “The agreement to hear this case reflects 
an interest in at least four judges in cutting back or reversing 
Roe v. Wade. They took the case when Justice Powell was out. 
Itmay have been a gamble that hedd leave the court and they'd 
get a new anti-abortion judge.” 

Sande Tatum, a California abortion-rights activist, sees the 
case as a way for the Reagan administration to fulfill its prom- 
ise to take away women’ freedom to choose abortion. “He has 
two more years tomake good on his promises to the right wing. 
Hewon'tlet thisissue die. It’s one of the ways tolet them know 
he's with them.” 

Pro-choice groups are writing briefs to submit to the Court 
insupport of maintaining the legal right to abortion and against 
the proposed restrictions. Anti-choice activists are doing like- 
wise, but from the opposite perspective. 

In addition, a bevy of local and state bills will be introduced 
in the next few months to reduce the number of states provid- 
ing Medicaid coverage and increase the restrictions on preg- 
nant teens seeking abortions. Other bills will again seek to 
declare that life begins at the moment of conception. 

Perhaps more serious than legislative attacks is the 300-per- 
cent rise in violence against abortion clinics and family-planning 
facilities since 1983. Throughout the country, small groups of 
fanatics, fed up with going through the legislatures and courts, 
are working feverishly to achieve their end: the shutting down 
ofclinicsand the preventing of women from ending unwanted 
pregnancies. Incase after case their tacticsare the same. They 
invade clinics and block entrances and parking lots; they call 
clinics and clinic staff, often at home; they make death threats 
to employees and call in bomb threats to facilities; they photo- 
graph or film women entering the clinics; they push, shove 
and threaten; they copy downand trace license plates of clients 
and make harassing calls to them at home; they bang on clinic 
doors and windows while surgery is in progress; they shove 
pictures of fetuses at women as they enter the clinics. 


Ate many of the people who have gone so far as to 
bomb, invade or vandalize clinics have been convicted and 
sentenced to jail terms, the harassment of patients and staff 
continues and police have, in most cases, been leery of arrest- 
ing picketers. 

But why the hysteria? Why the intensity of feeling on both 
sides of the issue? 

Nellie Gray, head of March for Life, a group that brings more 
than 50,000 people to Washington, D.C. each year to protest 
the Supreme Court ruling legalizing abortion, sees stopping 


the practice as a moral imperative. “This is my country,” she 
has declared. “My country has decriminalized the killing of 
innocent, pre-born children. Just as we will not tolerate the 
defining away of any other ciass of people such as blacks or 
Jews, we will not tolerate defining away pre-born children. 
People of good will always rise up—that's what the Civil War, 
World War Il, the American revolution were about. The aboli- 
tion movement is a good example. People always rise up to 
help those who are defenseless. 

Olivia Gans, head of Women Exploited by Abortion (WEBA) 
got involved out of personal experience. “I was involved with 
a man who couldn't handle fatherhood. He was unable to take 
responsibility for what the two of us had created. His opinion 
was that I had to have an abortion. I wasn't strong enough 
within myself to reject him on this. I felt I needed him and was 
afraid of losing him. When he said if I really cared for him I'd 
have the abortion, I believed him.” She recalls experiencing a 
great deal of stress, followed by a debilitating depression. As 
the relationship disintegrated, Gans felt she had to find other 
women whod had similar experiences, and WEBA was formed. 

While feminists can empathize with Gans, most find the 
concept of WEBA abhorent and feel that Gans is misdirecting 
her anger. “It’s not abortion per se that was exploitative,” says 
one activist. “It’s the fact that she didn't feel that she had the 
support to stand up to her boyfriend. Like all women, shed 
internalized a lot of helplessness and fear and lacked the ability 
to assert herself in a time of great emotional upheaval. That's 
what caused her to feel exploited.” 


thers come out of the abortion experience with the opposite 

reaction. “I was so thrilled to be able to have an abortion 
legally—to pay $180, talk toa really supportive counselor, have 
the procedure and leave. No, it wasn't like having tooth pulled, 
it wasa big decision for me. Sure, I cried, I felt ambivalent, but 
in the end I knew I couldn't deal with another child now. I al- 
ready have two and now just isn't the time for a third,” says 
Yvette P. 

“Reactions like this are typical,” says Anne S., an abortion 
counselor. “Most women are simply relieved. A lot would've 
had an abortion whether it was legal or not and that's the scary 
part. Welll never know how many women died from illegal 
abortions.” 

Those on the pro-choice side feel that, however flawed, the 
right tolegal abortion has been the major victory of the women's 
movement. Sushawn Robb, of the National Campaign to Re- 
store Abortion Funding (NCRAF) is one of literally thousands 
of women who vow to do everything “in my power to see that 
abortion isn’t taken away from us.’ 

Although tactics and strategy are not always agreed upon, 
Robb feels that the movement has begun to move ina positive 
direction. “We need to focus on women. What is living about? 
What are women’ rights and lives about?” Moving the focus 
away from the fetus and back to women and womens lives is 
essential, she emphasizes. 

‘Awhole gamut of human rights issuesare involved, Anne S, 
concludes. “Pro-choice means the right to have or not have 
children,” she says. “But just having the right is meaningless. 
We need access and funding for abortion. We need good sex 
education, safe and effective contraception. We need child- 
care; good nutrition programs; after-school programs; pro- 
grams to really allow the kids we bring into the world to flour- 
ish. And we need support—to help each other parent or live 
with the choice not to. It seems like so much. I guess you could 
say the battle has only just begun.” 


he fact that abortion is legal at all, however inaccessible, 

is still cause for celebration. It is only because of the hard 
work and vigilance of women like Anne S. that thisisso. While 
much remains to be done, we all owe it to ourselves and to the 
memory of Rosie Jimenez to look back reflectively and then 
move forward. For we have no choice. @

Cannabis ruderalis is a weedy form of 
cannabis found in the northern latitudes 
of Europe. One cultivator who recently 
gathered seeds in Hungary described the 
plants as one-and-a-half to four feet 
high without branching. He found the 
plants very resiny and thought that they 
would have little potency, but found that 
they were mildly intoxicating and excel- 
lent breeding material. In many respects, 
his description of the plants reminded 
me of Moroccan plants, which exhibit 
only a single stem with very little side- 
branching, even when they are given 
plenty of room. 

Traditionally, ruderalis is found in 
Russia, Poland and other eastern Euro- 
pean countries. 


Here’s another letter regarding ruderalis.

Those 
plants should be used for breeding.

SHEDDING LIGHT ON GROW LIGHTS 


@ CERTAIN TYPES OF ENVIRONMENTAL 
stress increase the amount of “flavinoid” com: 
pounds, such as THG, in many different plants 
including marijuana. This report will focus on 
the role of UV-B, water and nutrient deficiencies, 
and their interactions. 

Robert Connell Clarke has some interesting 
comments about ultraviolet light in his seminal 
work, Marijuana Botany (1981): “It seems appar- 
ent that ultraviolet light, normally supplied in 
abundance by sunlight, takes part in the conver- 
sion of [inactive] CBD acid to[active] THC acids. 
Therefore, the lack of ultraviolet light in indoor 
growing situations could account forthe limited 
psychoactivity of cannabis grown under artifi- 
cial lights.” 

David Pate reports in detail on this topic in 
his paper, “Possible Role of Ultraviolet Radia- 
tion in Evolution of Cannabis.” Both Pate and 
Clarke refer to a discovery (Turner and Hadley, 
1973) of a high delta.9 THC strain of cannabis 
from Africa, which evolved in an area of great 
natural UV-B intensity, in which no CDB was 
found. There is much statistical evidence, both 
formal and informal, to suggest a causal rela- 
tionship between high UV levels found at higher 
altitudes and high THC content in the pot grown 
there. Pate cites a 1973 study in which a high 
degree of positive correlation was found be-

tween THC content and UV-B exposure. 

Pate, however, was unsure whether UV-B ra- 
diation directly stimulates THC production. THC 
isanexample ofa compound that acts toscreen 
out ultraviolet light, which is damaging to ex- 
posed plant parts, so these compounds have 
evolved to minimize damage to living tissues. 
UV light can also cause mutations in pollen, 
which would speed up the evolutionary process. 
(There may have been times in the ancient past 
when the UV level was higher) A 14-percent 
reduction in the ozone layer of the upper atmo- 
sphere, which is within the anticipated range of 
‘ozone depletion, could be very damaging to 
plant growth. Robberecht and Caldwell, in Plant, 
Cell, and Environment, (1973), establish that 
UV-B-induced stress does indeed directly stim- 
ulate production of flavinoids and other “antag- 
onistic” compounds, which absorb strongly in 
the UV region, but not significantly in the visible 
region. 


SELF (AND CROP) PROTECTION 

‘Amoderate amount of UV-B exposure results 
inmaximum flavinoid production, but high levels 
cause the plant to wilt. There is a narrow effec- 
tive range for optimum compound production: 
not enough and there will be no effect; too much 
and the plant will die. 
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Caldwell, cited above, supplied UV-B light 
with Westinghouse FS-40 fluorescents for 2.4 
hours daily, in the middle of the “light-on” period 
(‘noon,” as it were) to simulate the effect of sun 
at midday. Be sure to wear UV safety goggles 
and cover all exposed body parts if you are going 
to be in the growing room when the UV light is. 
on. There have been cases of do-it-yourselfers, 
trying to hype up their tomatoes or orchids or 
whatever with UV, getting skin cancer and/or 
cataracts. 

The capability of UV light to induce damage 
in living organisms usually increases logarith- 
mically with decreasing wavelength. For this 
reason, and to simulate solar radiation, a five- 
mm. cellulose acetate film is wrapped around 
the bulb to screen out UV shorter than 288 nm. 
To prevent the cellulose acetate from unwrap- 
ping, secure it with twist ties and rubber bands. 
Be aware that this plastic filter will wear out 
after a while. This UV which is screened out is 
called UV.C, and is very harmful! The UV light- 
waves longer than 320 nm. are called UV-A, and 
have little effect on flavinoid production. There- 
fore, UV-B is the spectrum most desirable for 
the experimenter. 

Greenhouse glass, and UVi-treated plastic, 
screen out most UV. UV light does not easily 
penetrate the glass shell of a typical light bulb, 
which is why the halide bulb has an outer glass 
shell. A phosphor coating on the inside of the 
outer shell of a halide will convert almost all of 
the small amount of remaining UV into visible 
light, allowing it to pass through the glass shell. 
If the outer shell on your halide bulb were to 
break off, unplug the unit right away or you will 
kill your plants and cause damage to living or- 
ganisms in the area. The inner arc of the halide 
bulb produces large quantities of the very dan- 
gerous UV wavelengths, which is why it is cov- 
ered by an outer shell. The HPS arc does not 
produce significant amounts of UV light, so a 
coating on the shell would diminish the light 
output. 


HARDWARE DEPLOYMENT 

Agood bulb touse for this type of supplemen- 
tation is the Philips FS-40 fluorescent. This bulb 
also radiates at the violet/blue regions, which 
are active in influencing plant growth. Only a 
‘small amount of violet/blue is required to prevent 
spindly growth, perhaps because most plants 
evolved beneath an opaque, green canopy, and 
orangelred light is more penetrating than violet/ 
blue. The lack of violet/blue is therefore inter- 
preted by the plant as an indication of a need to 
stretch to reach the light. The plant will tend to 
lean toward a violet/blue light source, and so, 
the FS-40 is an excellent choice for supplement- 
ing high-pressure sodium lights. 

Single-bulb fixtures are the best, to avoid the 
light from one bulb colliding into the other, and 
toprevent an undue concentration of UV light. A 
paraboloid-shaped reflector is most efficient 
because it reflects the least amount back to the 
bulb. The reflector should be relatively flat near 
the bulb, with the sharpness of angle increasing 
geometrically toward the edge. However, the 
angle shoud not become so sharp that it does not 
allow the light to fan out over the desired area. 

Ifyou havea multi-light grow room, you should 
place UV fluorescents in the space between 
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grow-light reflectors, as well as around the edge. 
The UV fluorescent reflectors around the edge 
should be relatively deep with a sharper angle, 
and direct the light horizontally toward the 
plants; while the ones in the middle should be 
shallower, and direct the light downward at vari- 
‘ous angles and horizontally. 

Ifyou have one grow light with a UV-B light on 
each side, use deep reflectors and direct the 
light horizontally toward the plants. A mirror 
would not reflect the UV light, because its glass 
would interfere with the UV. Aluminum is not 
very efficient at reflecting UV; | would recom- 
mend painting aluminum with flat-white exterior 
latex paint. Two coats should be sufficient. 

Since the FS-40 does not require a special 
fixture, Vita-lite power-groove bulbs canbeused 
when UV-B supplementation is not desired. 
Vita-lites do produce a small amount of UV-A, 
which is required for human health; their spec- 
trum is more similar to natural sunlight than 
that of any other type of bulb. 

The UV-B light should only be used the last 
two to four weeks of budding, because of its 
harmful effect on plant growth. Relatively little 
time is required for UV to produce flavinoids, 
and the bulb wears out relatively quickly. Atbud- 
ding, fluorescents would simulate the diffused 
light of the blue sky, with the yellow/orange HPS 
acting in place of the sun. 

It should be noted that tall plants would ben- 
efit from supplemental side lighting to prevent 
light deprivation for bottom leaves. “Mother 
Plant" methods have been developed which 
shorten the vegetative stage of plantlets propa- 
gated by cuttings. Tall plants would also require 
more UV bulbs, because the light from fluores- 
cents diminishes rapidly with distance. 


STRESS FOR SUCCESS 

Other stressful conditions can also increase 
THC or other flavinoid-compound production. 
Too much stress, however, will too-greatly re- 
duce plant growth or yield; this means that the 
total amount of THC may not be increased, only 
the percentage. UV-B appears to be the most 
efficient in this regard. Water stress produces a 
different kind of THC than UV-B stress, and UV-B 
can reduce the damaging effects of water stress; 
so it is worthwhile to consider the use of both 
kinds of stress. 

To water-stress your plants, simply withhold 
water until the point of incipient wilting. Then 
water thoroughly. Repeat this process a few 
times before harvest. It may also be a good idea 
to start out with lesser amounts of UV-B, gradu- 
ally increasing the “on” time. The amount of 
time the UV bulb should be on, and the optimum 
distance from the plant, is dependent ona num- 
ber of factors, such as genetics and the other 
growing conditions. If you do overdose your 
plants, it takes about three days before UV dam- 
age becomes visible. 

It would appear that water stress and UV-B 
increase CBD, and convert it to THG, in the living 
marijuana plant. The FS-40 light can also be 
used to convert CBD into THC in marijuana ex- 
tract. Other effects of UV-B include increasing 
the alkaloid content of coca and poppy plants. 

Knowledge of the UV-B factor is essential for 
the state-of-the-herb indoor cultivator. Here's to

THE INDOOR / 
OUTDOOR SYSTEM

@ OUTDOOR GARDENERS ARE INTE- 
grating the indoor growing system, using 
halide lights, into the cultivation of their 
outdoor crops. The crops are started 
indoors. under halides, then moved out- 
doors when the weather gets warm. The 
concept is easy, inexpensive and very 
profitable. Imagine being able to get the 
‘best from both outdoor and indoor grow- 
ing. For years, northern growers have 
been starting their crops indoors using

ers can take the plants that were only a 
few inches tall and place them under a 
single halide to enhance their growth 
substantially before moving them out- 
doors. The theory is, the healthier and 
stronger the plant is in the beginning, 
the stronger it will be at harvest, and the 
greater the yield,

Metal halide lamps provide a bright 
100,000 lumens in the spectrum needed 
for plants to form lush vegetative growth 
as well as healthy flower tops. The lamps. 
are also manufactured in asuperversion 
rated at 125,000 initial lumens. These

“super halides” cost about 10 dollars 
more, but are well worth the money. The 
lamps require special ballast. Complete 
metal halide systems can be purchased 
from one of the many advertisers in HiGH 
Times. 

The photoperiodis the key to the grow- 
er's ability to control the life cycle of 
cannabis. The photoperiod is the rela- 
tionship between the length of the light 
period and dark period. Most marijuana 
varieties will stayin the vegetative growth 
stage as long as an 18-hour light, six- 
hour dark photoperiod is maintained. 

Flowering is induced most efficiently 
with 12 hours of uninterrupted darkness 
in a 24-hour photoperiod. After plants 
are two to 12 months old, altering the 
photoperiod to an even 12 hours, day 
and night, will induce visible signs of 
flowering in one to three weeks. 

Plants started indoors will be much 
stronger and healthier than ones started 
outdoors in the cool, spring air, since 
they will receive 18 hours of light from 
germination. In the spring, the daylight 
hours are getting continually longer, but 
depending upon which latitude you live 
in, there will only be daylight from 11 to 
14 hours daily in March and April. 

Over a hundred plants can be placed 
under asinglehalide when they aresmall. 
The light can be as close as six inches to 
the plants for added intensity and growth 
potential. When using clones, all of the 
plants are females, so no growing space 
is wasted. 

Plantastic Products manufactures 
products that guarantee up to 95 
percent female plants. The seeds are 
soaked in the hormone solution before 
planting. These female hormone soaks 
are highly recommended for seeds when 
first starting a garden. Remember that 


you will need a male plant for breeding. 


CLONING 

Sex may be determined 100 percent of 
the time through cloning, and the parent 
plant's growth cycle is not altered. Tech- 
nically, cloning is taking one cell of a 
plant and promoting its growth into a 
plant. Cloning is simply cutting some 
growing branch tips and rooting them. If 
you have taken cuttings from a house- 
plant such as ivy or coleus and rooted 
them in water or sand, you have taken 
clones. The rooted cutting is then placed 
in rich potting soil 

To use cloning to determine sex, two 
cuttings are taken from each parent 
plant in question. (Two are taken in the 
event that one dies.) Make sure to label 
each clone and corresponding parent 
plant when sexing more than one parent. 
Use waterproof labels. 

The clones are given only 12 hours of 
light during each 24-hour period. Set 
clones in a dark closet or place a box 
over them, The 12-hour photoperiod will 
induce flowering. Some growers prefer 
to start clones under a fluorescent for a 
week or so, then change to the metal 
halide to induce flowering. The clone 
will show its sex within a week or two. 
Harvest all males, except those used for 
breeding, and keep the females. 

Cloning yields an exact genetic rep- 
lica of the female—or mother—plant. 
A female plant will reproduce females 
100 percent, all exactly like the mother. 
Since all the plants from a single-clone 
mother are genetically alike, they have 
the same growth characteristics and 
growth rate and lend themselves to easy 
Maintenance. 

Just about any marijuana plant can 
be cloned, regardless of age or growth 


stage. Clones taken in the vegetative 
stage root and grow quickly. Clones taken 
from flowering plants root quickly but 
take about a month to revert back to 
vegetative growth. Buds are also very 
susceptible to fungus attack, so they 
should be removed from clones. 

‘Some growers keep several mother 
plants in the vegetative stage. Starting 
new mothers from seed or clones every 
year will ensure strong plants. However, 
taking clones of clones works very well. 
Clones classified as C-2s are taken from 
clones (C-1s) just before they (C-1s) are 
induced to flower. C-2s are moved out- 
doors when they are ready. 


ROOTING 
Several commercial root growth stimu- 
lants are available in liquid or powder 
form. Professionals prefer the liquid 
type (root-inducing hormones) for pene- 
tration and consistency. The powder 
types may adhere inconsistently to the 
stem and yield a lower survival rate. 
Napthalenaecetic acid (NAA), indole- 
butyric acid (IBA) and 2,4-dichlorophen- 
oxyacetic acid (2,3 DPA) stimulate root 
growth. The following products contain 
‘one or all of the above ingredients, and 
most contain a fungicide to help prevent 
damping off and mold: 
1) Klone Koncentrate 
2) Dip-N-Grow 
3) Woods Rooting Compound 
4) Hormodin 
5) Hormex

Clones root fastest if the mediumisa 
few degrees warmer than normal.

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the rooting clones should be kept at 
70-80° F. The clones will transpire less 
if the air is about 5° cooler than the soil. 
Misting clones with water is a good way 
to cool foliage and lower transpiration. 
Asmall, plastic greenhouse can be cor 
structed around the clones with clear 
plastic or baggies to help retain humidity 
and maintain the temperature. This helps 
the traumatized clones retain moisture 
that the roots do not yet supply. 
Cannabis indica is the type of mari- 
juana most often cultivated indoors be- 
cause of its short stocky growth. How- 
ever, with this indoor/outdoor method, 
cannabis sativa also produces incred- 
ibly well. Since the sativa is genetically 
lankier with more space between the 
branches (internodes), itis not the choice 
of most indoor growers. With this inte- 
grated growth method, the sativas are 
grown indoors for only the first two 
months of their life. Thus, they do not get 
sotall that upper leaves shade the lower 
portions of the plants. Once they get too 
tall, they are ready to be moved outdoors. 


TRANSPLANTING 

Ilike to start seeds or clones inroot cubes 
or peat pots. They are very easy to trans- 
plant. Just set the cube or peat pot in the 
soil, Remember to remove the nylon net- 
ting from the peat pellets before trans- 
planting. 

Next to cloning, transplanting is the 
most traumatic experience a plant can 
live through. It requires special attention 
and manual dexterity. Tiny root hairs are 
very delicateand may easilybedestroyed 
by light, airor clumsy hands. Roots grow 
in darkness, where their environment is 
rigid and secure. When roots are taken 
out of contact with the soil for very long, 
they dry up and die. 

Transplanting should disturb the root 
system as little as possible. Ortho or 
Vitamin B (one percent) are recom- 
mended to help ease transplant shock. 
Plants need time to get settled in and re- 
establish a solid flow of fluids from the 
roots through the plant. When Up-Start 
or a similar product is applied properly 
and roots are disturbed little, there will 
be no signs of transplant shock or wilt. 

After transplanting, give new trans- 
plants filtered or less intense light for a 
couple of days. A window screen or other 
semi-opaque material provides adequate 
shade. If there is a fluorescent lamp 
handy, place transplants under it for a 
couple of days before moving them un- 
der the metal halide lamp. 

Plants should be as healthy as possi- 
ble before being traumatized by trans- 
planting. Nonetheless, transplanting a 
sick, root-bound plant toalarge container 
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which sold out very quickly in the book 
store.

not only am | getting fewer successful 
clones, the ones that do live are rooting 
much more slowly and show little sign 
of any new vegetative growth. | haven't 
changed variables in the cloning process 
using a liquid rooting solution, soilless 
rooting medium, and Gro-Lux fluores- 
cents in a humidity/temperature-con- 
trolled environment. 

My question is about the degeneration 
of a plant through successive cloning. | 
have read that no degeneration of the 
plant happens when cloning. Is this true? 
Are such trends to be expected even 
when all variables are held as constant 
as possible in the cloning process? What 
can| do to perk up the plants and improve 
the cloning success rate? It seems to 
‘me that the strain is starting to poop out. 

‘My second question also deals with 
clone success. The extra clones | had in 
May were planted outside. In mid-and 
late July | took approximately 80 clones 
from these outdoor plants, of which I've 
had nearzero success rate. Again, is the 
vitality of the strain dying? The plants 
were healthy and growing quite rigor- 
ously, not yet showing any sign of bud. 
Can a lower success rate generally be 
expected when taking clones from a 
natural light environment to artificial 
light than from artificial (halide) to artif 
cial (fluorescent)? Thanks for a great 
magazine.

This is the first report | have seen of 
senescense in clones. Although your 
letter indicates careful and diligent pro- 
cedures, you might try rechecking the 
entire process. Perhaps the water or 
nutrients have changed. Is the medium 
sterile or infected with disease organ- 
isms? If any other readers have experi- 
enced senescense in clones, please let 
us know. 

Clones taken from outdoor plants 
usually have no problem rooting indoors 
under lights as long as they are disease- 
free. 

The easiest part of the plant to root is 
the new growth before the stem turns 
woody. 


Dear Ed, 

My six-month-old sativa plantis grow- 
ing under standard fluorescent grow 
lights. They are all one month into flower- 
ing. But the buds are very airy. They have 
no density. Will they ever mature? 
—D.S. 

Petaluma, Cal. 


Sativa buds are never as dense as in- 
dicas. However, they need more light 


than indicas to develop welll. This is the 
result of genetic adaptation to environ 
ment. Indicas mature at around the 30th 
parallel. In the fall, when they mature, 
the intensity of light has declined from 
its peak during the summer. Equatorial 
sativas get intense light even when the 
buds are maturing. When the sativas do 
not get enough light, they tend to run 
growing thin buds along an elongated 
flower spike. The flowers mature and 
are potent, but they will never look cos- 
metically beautiful. 

Increasing the intensity of the light 
will help to increase the bud size and 
tighten it up a bit. 

Sativas do not require as long a light 
period during flowering as indicas. Usu- 
ally indicas are started out at 12hours of 
light per 24-hour day. Sativas need only 
10 hours.

Itneedn't cost a lot to set up an effec- 
tive growing room. Four-foot, fluorescent 
shop-lights are often offered for sale at 
discount prices. Screw-in fluorescent 
converters are also available. As cities 
convert from metal halide to high-pres- 
sure sodium lamps, the large-wattage 
metal halide lamps are often sold as 
surplus equipment and are easily adapt- 
ed for grow-room use. 
One-to-five gallon containers areeasily 
obtained from restaurants and food 
manufacturing or service organizations,

Ifthe plants are growing in an enclosed 
area, they should be treated with CO, 
from either a tank or a generator. Increas- 
ing the amount of CO, intheatmosphere 
will not increase bud size, but will de- 
crease the growing time considerably.

It depends on what is in the water. 
Chlorides can tie up some nutrients, 
and the pH of the water affects the solu- 
bility of nutrients.

THE 9TH AMENDMENT 
AND THE RIGHT TO TOKE 


@ IN 1789, WHEN THE NEW U.S. CON- 
stitution was ratified, many people still 
remembered the abuse they took from 
the royal government and demanded a 
“Bill of Rights” which would explicitly 
enumerate the rights reserved to the peo- 
ple. Some of the framers of the Consti- 
tution argued that any enumeration of 
these rights would be incomplete, anda 
dangerous inference might be created 
that no other rights were intended to 
be reserved, just the ones expressly re- 
served. Inthe Federalist No.84, Alexander 
Hamilton stated, “The Bill of Rights 
would be dangerous. Why for instance 
should it be said that the liberty of the 
press shall not be restrained, when no 
poweris given by which restrictions may 
be imposed?” 

While there might be a certain logic to 
not having a Bill of Rights, the people 
insisted on it. James Madison drafted 
four resolutions which were expanded 
to nine amendments enumerating vari- 
ous rights retained by the people. He 
sought to make clear that this enumera- 
tion in no way ceded the peoples’ other 
sovereign rights to the government 
either directly or through implication. 
The Ninth Amendment stated that: 


The enumeration in the Constitution 
of certain rights shall not be con- 
strued to deny or disparage other 
rights retained by the people. 


In explaining the purposes of the 
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Amendment, Madison sai 
objected also against the Bill of Rights 
that by enumerating particular excep- 
tions to the grant of powers it would 
disparage those rights which were not 
placed in the enumeration. ...by implica- 
tion, those rights which were not singled 
out were intended to beassigned into the 
hands of the general government. and 
were consequently insecure... .[This] 
must be guarded against.”" 

In the nearly 200 years since the 
framing of the Constitution, the Ninth 
Amendment has been used only a few 
times in trials before the Supreme 
Court. In several cases involving labor 
law, and the right of the government to 
engage in economic activity, litigants 
argued unsuccessfully that this amend- 
ment precluded the government from 
engaging in business in which private 
companies were also involved. It was 
not until Griswold vs. Connecticut, the 
famous case which stopped the Nutmeg 
state from outlawing birth control, that 
the Ninth Amendment was activated. The 
Supreme Court found that the right of 
privacy was implied in the Constitution 
as it was stated in the Declaration of 
Independence. This right was morecom- 
pelling than any reason the state had to 
regulate activities in the bedroom. 

The Ninth Amendment has been sort 
of a sleeper. But now that the govern- 
ment is trying to usurp powers reserved 
for the people, it may well become a 
most important “right.” 

Itis ironic that the retained sovereign 
ty of the people should now be at its 
greatest danger under the influence of 
Political forces that claim to be “conser- 
vative” and “strict constructionist,” who 
seek to “get the government off the 
backs of people.” Should they ultimately 
prevail, we may indeed discover some- 
thing harmful about marijuana—it will 
have destroyed a Constitution. 

From the constitutional standpoint,

the current criminalization of the private 
use of marijuana, through a claim of 
sovereignty relinquished by the people 
under the “police power,” presents seri: 
ous problems. You see, when the Con- 
stitution was framed, people could buy 
any drugs they liked ina pharmacy. There 
were no restrictions regarding prescrip- 
tions. The right to pursue happiness or 
medicate oneself was an absolute right, 
so absolute that no one thought of enu- 
merating it. It was not until 1937, when 
the Marijuana Tax Act was imposed, 
that the federal government tried to reg- 
ulate or restrict the use of this herb 
which was well-known to the colonists 
and early republicans. For 148 of the 196 
years that the U.S. has had the Constitu- 
tion, the right to use marijuana was ab- 
solute, like all the other rights not listed: 
to walk down the street, drink alcohol, 
eat the food of your choice, and play 
whatever sports you like. 

The right to use euphoriants was im- 
plicitly recognized with the passage of 
the Volstead Act, the 18th Amendment, 
which prohibited the manufacture, sale 
or transportation of intoxicating liquors. 
Even this amendment recognized the in- 
herent right of individuals to possess al- 
cohol for their own use; there was no 
statute against simple possession in- 
cluded in its language. 

I have been using the Ninth Amend- 
ment in my argument of simple posses- 
sion cases of marijuana before the 
courts. | contend that the government is 
trying to usurp rights retained by the 
people. Among those rights is the pur- 
Suit of happiness and the sovereign 
right of each person in the sphere of per- 
sonal liberty, to make his or her own de- 
cisions, no matter how minute, without 
interference from the government except 
where their expressed relinquishment 
of power (sovereignty) allows. 

So far, | have not had to actually go to

trial, since the DA's dismiss the cases 
because the argumentsare too complex 
for them to deal with. 

In his arguments before the Supreme 
Court, Stephen Gaskin, founder of the 
pioneering alternative commune, The 
Farm, discussed laws which are aimed 
at limiting the process of consciousness, 
that is, how one thinks, He said: 


We believe the existing legislation 
against marijuana is legislation 
against a state of mind or plane of 
existence, one which cannot even be 
proven or disproven byany instrument 
of State or science. The State can 
demonstrate no compelling interest 
in that plane by reason of material in- 
ability and Constitutional proscrip- 
tion. 

We know that psychedelics did not 
give us any new senses that God had 
not already given us and that our per- 
ception of those planes at all proves 
the rightness and appropriateness of 
our access to them in and of itself. 
We believe that the US. Constitution 
protects our freedom of access to all 
spiritual planes given to us as our 
birthright. 

Today the government is trying to im- 
pose a new policy: that any right not spe- 
cifically enumerated in the Constitution 
is reserved to the state to be granted to. 
the people only at the state's discretion. 
This argument is both spurious anddan- 
gerous. It flies in the face of the Con- 
stitution and threatens the rights of all 
citizens to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. 

Justice Brandeis summed this up in 
a dissenting opinion which has risen 
above the mundanity of legalisms and 
attained independent status as a decla- 
ration of rights: 


The makers of the Constitution under- 
took to secure conditions favorable 
to the pursuit of happiness. They rec- 
ognized the significance of man’s 
spiritual nature, of his feelings and of 
his intellect. They knew that only a 
part of the pain, pleasure and satis- 
faction of life are to be found in ma- 
terial things. They sought to protect 
Americans in their beliefs, their 
thoughts, their emotions, and their 
sensations. They conferred, as 
against the Government, the right to 
be let alone—the most comprehen- 
sive of rights and the right most val- 
ued by civilized man. @

has cured more than one ailing plant. 

The plants must be transplanted at 
the proper time to reapall of the benefits. 
Transplant-timing is dependent upon 
plant development within the pot. In 
short, if the roots are stifled from out- 
ward, downward growth, they begin to 
grow around in circles inside the wall of 
the container. When this happens, many 
root hairs—the actual part of the root 
that absorbs the nutrients—do not de- 
velop. Alll of the extra roots do little or no 
good. The ideal situation would be to 
transplant at the exact time when the 
majority of roots are reaching the side of 
the container. At this point, all of the root 
hairs are intact and will continue the 
ever-important downward, outward 
growth. If this point is passed, the extra 
time spent to green the plant up may not 
be well-invested, because it will take 
several more days for the plant to grow 
new, feeding root hairs. 

These young, healthy plants can be 
moved outdoors to an inconspicuous 
greenhouse with a sunny southern ex- 
posure or toan outdoor garden plot when 
they outgrow the single halide. When 
using the greenhouse method, plants 
should be transplanted directly into the 
floor of the greenhouse. The plants will 
continue to grow and are later covered 
after 12 hours of light so that they flower 
in mid-summer. When the plants are 24 
to 36 inches tall, induce flowering by 
covering the entire greenhouse with a 
black plastic tarp every evening after the 
plants have received 12 hours of light. 
The sun is brightest during the middle of 
the day (from 11 AM. to 3 pM), So make 
sure the greenhouse is uncovered 
during this time. A two- or three-foot-tall 
greenhouse can be constructed from 
translucent, corrugated fiberglass 
along the south side of a house.
